view'd the Place, he judged the Siege of it very unadviſable 
at that time,for Reaſons wherewich the Empergt'rehnained 
ſatisfied ; but withaligave the Duke Order, Thar fince the 
Siege of Gran was not fit to be undertaken, he ſhould ar 
leaſt attempt ſomething that might give Reputation to the 
Army which had been-brought fo early-into the Field.. .... 
The Duke of Lorrainhaving received theſe Commands, 
reſolved"tpon the:Siege of Newheuſel , with the Approba- 


tion- of the: other [Generals , and particular Aſſiſtance of 


Roger Erneſt Count Staremberg Maſter General of the Ord- 
nance, who thereupon venturing very far to view the 
Situation of the Town was in great danger of a Shot from 
the Turks, who played very warmly upon the Imperia- 
liſts, However the Attack was carried on by him with fo 
much Vigour and Succeſs , that the Imperialiſts made 
themſelves Maſters .of.:part of the Suburbs, and of a 
Building that ' had ' formerly 'been made uſe of for a 
Church , into which Count''Starembery having ordered 
Fifry Men with a - Lieutenant, and Count of Herberſtein 
Major of the Regiment 'of Scherffenberg bringing with 
him by miſtake 150, filled the Church ſo full that they 
couldnot turn themſelves in it, much leſs uſe their Arms, 
ſo that they were .forced to break down the Benches and 
Seats to make room for 'themſe'ves, which occaſfioning

2 great Noiſe and Confuſion, It hapned that ſome of the 
Imperialiſts that came to ſtrengthen the Party , hearing the 
Noiſe and Diſorder in the Church, and believing the Enes 
my to be there, made ſeveral Diſcharges upon their own 
Men ; by one of which Capt. Silberberg was killed, as were 
ſeveral others by the Shot of the Turks. In which Action 
Capt. Craus of the Regiment of Staremberg, who ſerved 
as Adjutant to the General ; and Count Taxis were alſo 
killed, and Count Kobb Lieutenant Colonel of the Regi- 
ment of Beck wounded , whereof he ſoon after died at 
Presbourg. The Duke of Lorrain having given the Empe- 
ror an Account of his Proceedings, informed him withal 
of the Intelligence he had received that the Grand Viſier 
was coming to Buda with a very numerous Army , for 
which Reaſon he had reſolved to leave the Place , where 
he had not yet opened the Trenches, and to Poſt the Ar- 
my ſo as not only to continue in a State of Defence ; 
but to be able upon Occaſion to cover the Emperor's Ter- 
ritories : Whereupon His Highneſs marched back towards 
Comorra, of which the Count of Hoffkirchen was Governor ; 
and finding the Garriſon very weak, He ſtrengthened it 
with a Regiment of Foot under the Command of the 
Lieutenant Colonel Count Georger, in the abſence of the 
Colonel Baron Drepenthall , who had been ſent ſometime 
before upon Bulineſs into Siefia : After which the Duke 
receiving, freſh Intelligence of the Approach of the Turks, 
made haſt towards Raab through the Ifle of Schutt, leaving 
the Danabe on the left Hand ; where having paſſed - with 
the Army over a Bridge , he Encamped at two German 
Miles diſtance from the Town Raab between two Rivers 
called the Ras and the Rabnitz , from whence he gave all 
pollible Ailiſtance towards the finiſhmg of the Fortifica-

Leitha, which divides Hungary from Auſtria; where a 
ſtop was put to them by a fortifked Town called Bruck,

It-is terrible to think-what Conſternation this ſuddain 
and unforeſeen Accident occaſioned in the Inhabitants, 
.and what a dread it brought upon their Neighbours: And 
as ſome thought it.not a little ſtrange to ſee the Tartars 
make {0 bold an Attempt while our Army lay berween 
them and the Turks : So was it very much feared by others 
leſt our Army lying berween them, might have been at- 
| tack't on- both des, to our great diſadvantage. 

The Duke of Lorrainhaving. hereupon received Intelli- 
gence that the Enemy was advanced as far as Auftria, and 
apprehending the danger he was in of being invironed by: 
fuch mighty Numbers, while-he had with him no more 
than 24000 fighting Men, having diſpoſed of the reſt to 
ſtrengthen the Garriſons of Raab and Comorra ; | he refol= 
ved with the Advice of his Officers, to make as late aRe- 
treat as he could, and leſt- the flow march of the Foot 
with the Artillery might retard the Horſe , His Highnels 
tound it adviſeable to ſeparate them ,: and to carry over 
both the Footand Artillery into the Iland of Schart,through 
which they might ſafely march to Vienna; as they did by 
Presburg, and Tebe on the other fide of the Dannbe after - 
having patled the River Moraw; and the Plains of Mark- 
edt. And becauſe upon the Retreat of our Army it was not 
improbable the Turks might Beſhtege Raab, Comorra or Leo- 
pol/tade , the laſt of which is a; Town Jately- built upon 
the River Waag ;. The Duke provided them -with a ſuth- 
cient Number of Menand other Neceſflaries for their De- 
fence, having put into: Leopolſtadt which was Cormandec! 
by the Baron of Ailmanſek tour:Pieces of: Derat-Canon, 

with a conſiderable quantity: of Ammunicion .; The Place

and one of Dragoons, brought by General Schultz out of 
the Country of Nitria, where he had been obſerving the 
Motions of Teckely. 

As to Raab which was Commanded wirh the Countries 
thereabouts by Prince Herman of Baden , Preſident of the 
Imperial Council of War, there being in Garriſon no more 
than Five Companies , making with their Officers about 
600 Men, under the Command of Daniel Miller an an- 
cient and well-experienced Soldier ; the Duke of Lorrain 
ſtrengthened the Garriſon with the Forces hereafter men- 
tioned, Viz.

__* Things being thus ſettled,the Duke of Lorain continued 
his Retreat, and having paſſed the Briage that had been 
laid over the Rabnitz, arrived with his Cavalry at Altenburg,; 
where His Highneſs having made a Halt , by reaſon of a 
Paſs they were to go through, he permitted his Soldiers to 
Plunder the Town, leſt the Cattle thar was there _ 

other 
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other Proviſions might fall into the hands-of the Turks ; 
which the Inhabitants took extreamly to heart, until upon 
the Enemies paſſing that way, they ſaw all things were de- 
Rroyed by them as had been foreſeen. 

Thus the Army came fate into the Plains of Kitzen, 
where the general Rendezvous had been held about two 
Months before. 

The Grand Viſter Muſtafa Baſſja looking upon this Re- 
creat of our Army as proceeding from Fear , adviſed 
with his Baſſas what was moſt proper for them to under- 
take ; whether they ſhould purſue the Chriſtians, or Be- 
fiege Raab, At length the Purſuit was agreed on, the ra- 
ther becauſe our Army by their Retreat would be looked 
upon as put to Flight ; whereupon the Grand Vilter raiſing 
His Camp, followed che Chriſtians the ſame way they had 
taken before. | 

The Duke of Lorrain having notice of their March, 
and finding himſelf unable to wichſtand ſo Numerous an 
Army in the Plains of Kitzen, continued his march to- 
wards Vienna, having ſent before him Count Caprara Ge- 
neral of the Horſe, ro inform the Emperor of his Pro- 


ceedings, and of all that had hapned, 


The Duke having paſled Wolfsdale and Haimbourg , En- 
camped on the Sixth of July at Dutch-Altenburg,trom whence 
the Army marching very early the next day, and the Bag- 
gage being ordered for its Security to keep before;lt ſo hap- 
ned that a Body of Tartars mixt with Turks and with Hun- 
garians that ſerved as Guides, all making about 3000 Men, 
having Swum over the River Leitha, Sallied our of a little 
Wood on the left hand between Petronella and Elend , and 


with a horrid Cry fell upon ſome part of our left Wing, 
Co which 
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which followed tlie Baggage at the Head of the Army; 
who being;ſurpriſed with: this ſuddain Irruption, and with 
the: ſtrange Cryes of theſe Barbarous People, and not. be- 
ing able to diftinguith their own. Men from the Enemy by 
reaſon:of the Duſt that was tailed, were forced to Retreat 
in:diforder:, which: put the Ranks behind them.iato Con- 
fuſion, and gave the Enemy opportunity of falling haftily; 
as.their Cuſtom: is, upon the Baggage,and the Artendants of 
the Army, who were put to.the-Sword , and the Baggage 
and Waggens Plundered; The Plate of - the Duke of: Saxes 
Lawenberg, the Prince de Croy., and of Count Caprarna being 
all loſt. 

This Accident cauſed a great Diſturbance-in, our Army, 
it being luppoſed-that the Turks whom we had outmarch't, 
had found a nearer way on the left hand, and having ſo got 
before us, had made this Attemprt ; ſo that as the Danger 
appeared at-that time to be-ſuch, that.the Aſſiſtance of the 
whole Army might be wanting, His Highneſs Commane. 
ded the other Regiments to advance againſt the Enemy. 

While that was doing, It hap ned that. Lewis. of: Savoy 
Colonel of the Dragoons, a Prince of about 24 years of 
Age, rallying ſome of his Men that had been diſperſed, and 
prefling with great Vigour upon the Enemy, behaved him- 
jelt with extraordinary Valour, but being very far enga- 
ged andiſlenderly. attended, he had the Misfortune to fall 
on the Ground with his Horſe, and a Tartar having with 
his Scimirer cut off the Horſes Neck., the Body yet full of 
Life turaed violently upon the Rider., which ſo much 
bruiſed the Prince's Breaſt by a knot that was in the furni- 
ture of the Saddle, that being taken up, he. vomited a 
great deal of Blood and Corruption, and died of this Hurt 
at Viemma_on the 13th of July. Nor had the young Duke

of Arſchott better Fortune, whil't he was too eagerly Pur- ub. 
ſuing the Enemy, being cut in pieces with a Scimiter after 

| he had ' received ſeveral Muſquet ſhots. In this Action 

William Marqueſs of Baden, one of the Lieutenant Generals, 

' gave a ſignal Proof of his Valour, having rallied and 

brought into Fight ſome Troops that he found. in diſorder 

and ſtragling ar a diſtance. In the mean while, the Tar- 

tars having by this ſudden and confuled Irruption which 

hardly laſted an Hour , made a conſiderable Booty , no 

ſooner perceived our Men to rally and make head againſt 

them,bur chey becook themſelves to as ſudden a Flight, lea« 
| ving ſome Hundreds of their Men behind them, we having 

| loſt abour 5o of ours. 

However the Duke of Lorrain did not think fit to Purſue 
them, leſt a freſh or ſtronger Body of their Army com- 
ing up, might have fal'n upon our Men, and {o engaged 
them by Skirmiſhes to a pitch't Battle at fo great a dilad- 
vantage : beſides the Conlideration That the Emperor 
was not yet in fafety ; So that it was eſteemed moſt advi- 
ſable to proceed to Yi/chmund, where the Army arrived on + 


ly. 683. 
the 7th of fuly © — AP 


His Imperial Majeſty upon receiving the Intelligence 
brought by Count Caprara, called His Council , and being 
advited by them to retire from Yiema, it fell under debate 
which might be the ſafeſt way for the Emperor's Retreat. 
Some were of Opinion, that the ſureſt Paſſage would be 
over the Hills (a) on the South-fide of the Danube, as be- 
ing the moſt eafie and plain way to Lintz : Others thought 

« the way on the North-fide the Danube moſt adviſeable , in- 
aſmuch as the Turks being, as Count Caprara informed 

us, in Purſnic of our: Army on the ſame ſide that 
BE - Vienna 
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July. Fiema lies ; And that part of our Army being already 
come'with the Baggage as far as the Walls of the City, it 
was moſt probable, that the main Body ob the Enemy 
would advance on the ſame fide of the Danube, ſo thar 
according to all Humane Probability it would be better for 
the Emperor to pals the Bridges , ſince otherwiſe fome 
Spies that were in the Town piving Intelligence to the 
Turks, they would fend ſeveral Thoutands of light Horſe 
1 Purſuit of the Emperor, who with His Court not being 
able to get ſo far in Four days as the Turks in One, would 
infallibly by chat means fall into theirhands. 

The laſt Opinion raking place, all chings were prepared 
accordingly' for the Emperor's Retreat, "The News of 
which being ſpread abroad, and the Waggons and Bag- 
gage of our Army coming under the Walls of the Town 
1n an ungoverned and diforderly manner, created a Belict 
that our Aﬀairs were in a much worſe Condition than re- 
ally they were, which filled the Ciry and the Suburbs with 
{o great a Terror, thatupon the Emperor's going away, 
no man was willing to ſtay behind; All the Horfes, 
Wag ;>ns and Carts that could be found were immed- 
ately hired, and the Waggons and Carriages filled with 
FE adies of the greateſt Quality and their Children, who 
deſertinz their Houles and rich Furniture, and leaving, ail 
their Proviſions behind them, took away only of what was 
molt valuable that which would lye in the leaſt room. 
Nothing but Cryes and Lamentations were heard ineve- 
ry place, as if the Turks were already. Maſters of Yienna,, 
which laſted alt that Afrernoon. 


4 4 On the 7th of July about Eight of the- Clock in the: Eve- 
LEVI. ning, "Their Imperial Majeſties lefe the City with the 
\ young 
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young Princes and tle whole Court, and having paſſed the 
Danube over the Bridges, lay that Night at Corneobourg (M) 
2 litcle Town, at two or three: German Miles diſtance from 
Vienna, Order was immediately given for ſending 200 
Men under the Command of Captain Tadye Dehaſſy an Iriſh- 
man of good Eſteem and Courage, who were to guard the 
Emperor that Night, and to return the next day from 
thence, as they did upon the departure of the Courr. 
 Sogreat was the Confuſton and Multicude of Waggons, 
Carts and ocher Carriages, and of thoſe that were making 
their Eſcape on Horleback and on Foor, that one would 
have thought Yiema mult have been immediately empty , 
every one ſtriving to be gone farſt with ſo much impatience 
and haſt, that it is believed ar leaſt T hreeſcore thouſand 
Souls left the Town that Night ,: notwithſtanding which, 
the Number of thoſe that remained during the Siege was 
no leſs than Threeſcore thouſand Men able to bear Arms, 
beſides the Women and Childrea and Garrifon of the 
Place. 

It is alſo very much to be 4eared, that thoſe who tor 
ſome days following made their Eſcape out of the Town, 
had the Misfortune to fall into the hands of the Tartars, as 
It was afterwards reported, Many Waggons and Carts 
were to filled that the Wheels breaking as ſoon as they 
were out of the Towr, the poor People were left in the 
greateſt uncertainty whither to betake themſelves. 

His Imperial Majeſty was nevertheleſs ſo careful of the 
City,that before his departure he conflituted two Councils, 
the one Civil, the other Military ; the firſt of which was 
compoſed of the Perſons following,

To whom the Emperor thought fit ro add a Councellor 
of His Chamber Charles Theophilus Aichpubl, but he being re» 
tired with his Family , Charles Belchamp was appointed to 
tupply his Place by Count Cappliers, whom the Emperor had 
made Preſtdent and Director of the Council. 

While theſe things were in Agitation, we perceived the 
Village called F:ſchamund (where the Duke of Lorrain had 
lodged with his Army on the Seventh of July) all on Fire, 
and {oon after another little place called Schwechet in the 
fame Condition, the Flames appearing very plain at Y+- , 
exna, which filled the People in the City with ſuch Terror, 
that as many as remained behind upon the Emperor's going 
away, looked upon themſelves as quite loſt : But the 
Conſternation was ſoon after leſs ned by the News that 
was brought us that both. places had been ſet on Fire, not 
by the Enemy , but by the Careleſsneſs or Roguery of 
{ome of the Rabble, and Sutlers Boys that followed the 

Fe ADD Army ; And at length our Fears were alrogether laid aſide, 
Jaly 8th. when the next day being the Eighth of Jaly, the Duke ot 
Lorrain with Trumpets ſounding and Drums bearing came 
in great Order with his whole Cavalry by the Walls of 

the Town, and paſſed the Bridge (4) that lies over that , 
branch of the Dannbe which about half a Mile above Yienna 
divides: it ſelf. {rom the main Channel at Nwuysdorf (R) and 


waſhes 
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waſhes the North-fide of the Town,and entring into the 
great Channel about half a Mile lower, makes an 
Ifland (N) of about two German Miles compals called Sr. 
Leopold, in where there is another City not much leſs 
than Yienna, which of late years upon the Expulſion of 
the Jews, has been inhabited by che Chriſtians, wherein 
there were three Churches and two Monafteries, with 
ſeveral great and well-built Palaces, and a large and 
Rtately Garden.of the Emperor's; in which Ilandthe 
Duke of Lorrain placed himſelf with his Cavalry : And 
no ſooner was he lodg'd there, but the very next day a 
general Conflagration was ſeen both far and near; all 
being in Flames eſpecially cowards the Frontiers of Hun- 
gary, Where all che Cities, Towns, Villages and Caftles, 
and even all the Fruits and Produdt of the Earth were 
conſumed with Fire , which continued for a long time 


- both Day and Night ; Nor did the Province of Auſtria it ' 
ſelf fare better, all Places as far as Newſtade being made 


deſolate, The Towns in that part of Hungary that 


_ _ eſcaped this Ruin, were only Iſenſtadt , Edenburgh and 


Guntz,; as being excuſed perhaps for owning Teckely, or 
declaring themſelves inclin'd to his Party. : 

Newſtadt had alſo the ſame good Fortune , a City in 
Auſtria about 8 Miles diſtant from Yiena ; ſurrounded 
with the River Leitha, and with a good Fortification 
where the Emperor us'd to keep his Court in Summer 
at a Palace he has there, the Inhabitants of the Ciry ha- 
ving upon the firſt coming of the Tartars defended: 
themſelves until the Arrival of a Regiment of Dragoons 
under the Command of the Count de Caftell , whereby 
the Place was preſerved,

All theſe Barbarities and Devaſtations were commit= 
ted by the Tartars, who are the Forerunners of che 


Turks, their Cuſtom being to make Inrodes in all Pla- 


ces, uſing no other Arms than their Scimiters, def{roy- 


ng and laying walt with Fire and Sword all that cannot 
reliſt them : By which means, and by the Terror they al- 
ways Carry with them, they either drive away the Inha- 
birants of the Countries where they range, or carry into 


Captivity ſuch as they ſpare from ſlaughter , whom 


they afterwards ſell tro the: Turks; And thus rendring 
all Places where they come intircely deſolate, The 
make an eaſie and ſafe Paſſage for thoſe that follow 
them. | 

And alcho it may not ſeem agreeable to the ordina- 
ry Rules of War to ruin all che Buildings and Territo- 
ries round about the Place that is to be attack'c, whereby 
che Beſiegers are deprived of all ſorts of Proviſions for - 
Men and Horſe, which otherwiſe they might have in 
great Abundance, theſe Inburnan Tartars nevertheleſs as 
they came nearer Yienna, {o did they continue to exer- 
ciſe their unmerciful Rage on every Town and onevery 
Habitarion where they paſled, ſparing neither Cottage, 
nor Palace, nor Garden, nor Field, reducing into Aſhes 
whatſoever they found on this {1de the Leitha towards 
the Danube, where the Town of Haimburg ſtood ; and 
from the Calemberg (E) as far as Cloiſterneuburg (e) ſituate 
at two Miles diſtance from Vienna ,%on the South-11de 
of the Danube, which was preſerved from their 
Cruelty. 

Nor did their Barbarous fury ſtop there, for afrer ha- 
ving ravaged all that part of Auſtria before-mentioned, 
and either forcing into the Woods ſuch as could nat 

| jo elcape 
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eſcape to Yienna, or cutting them in pieces with Scirt» Fu. 
ters, or that which is worſe, carrying them into Capti- | 
vity, they continued their Devaſtations beyond the 
Hills and che: Forreſt (K) of Vienna to the lower part of 
Adftria, where they deltroyed:with Flame and Sword all 
the Towns and Villages, :Caſtles and Houſes that ſtood 
in their way as far as the River Tps : Nor coald the 
Poor Inhabitants where they came find any ſhelter in 
the deepeſt of the Woods, or in the Caves of wild 
Beaſts, or in the bottom of the Valleys, the Tartars pur- 
ſuing them in all thoſe Places, and in their moſt hidden 
| Retreats wich Hounds kept by them tor that purpole ; 
which Devaitations and Barbarities were continued Seven: 
days in fight of Jenna, during which: time we had the 
good fortune to be ſupplied with a very great quantity 
of Powder and Bullet, which was brought down the 
fream of the Danube, and came. very leaſonably for 
our Relief. | 

Now we began every day to ſpy ſome Men upon the 
Hill of the Hoſpital of St. Mark (B) as it were keeping 
Centinel in places: from whence by the Deſcent of the 
Vineyards they might view the Town, where in the 
mean while no time was loft nor labour ſpared by all. 
ſorts of Men and* Sexes young. and'old , both Layety 
and Clergy, as well in digging and removing the Earth, 
as plaining the Ditches; and making them deeper , that 
the Enemy might find the Paſſage more dificult, and in 
placing of Paliſadoes upon the Counterſcarp, (2) which 
might be a defence to our Men againſt the Inſult of the 
Enemy, as it afterwards -proved of very great ule and 
{ecurity-ro the Town, the Turks never having been able 


in any Attack to paſs by thoſe Paliſadoes , but being al- 
ways

Fuly, ways forced to labour Day and Night in digging and 
< ” throwing up the Earth over them, thereby to cover them- 
ſelves in their Approaches againſt the Town, wherein 
they ſpent one whole Month before they could make 
their way to the Counterſcarp. And for the ſafety of 
ſuch as were employed in the Works the Duke of Loy- 
rain appointed ſeveral Parties of Horle that kept Guard 
berween the ſeveral Gates without the Town. 


PFRAL) On the 13th of Fuly about Eight inthe Morning, feve- 
339 13 ral Bodies of Horſe were ſeen keeping cloſe together 
upon the Point of the Hill of Sc. Mark, (1) who after: 
wards making their way by the deſcent of the Vine- 
yards, rid up 'and down at ſome diſtance from the 
Town, and coming by degrees nearer and nearer were 
received by. oar Canon , whereof we had then but very 

| few in Bartery; which nevertheleſs had good Effect up- 
on the Enemy as they kept very thick together, making 
them retire to the Hills and content themſelves to view 
the Avenues and Paſſages of the Town at a greater di- 
ſtance from the Wienerberg (1) and Calemberg (E) and the 
Banks of the Danube (H) where they ſpread themſelves : 
Aﬀcer which returning about Noon to the furtheſt part of 
the Hills beyond the Church of St. Mark, they at length 
diſappeared. 
Count Staremberg who had ſome days before left the 
Foot and Artillery that were Marching but very ſlowly 
towards Vienna, took this Appearance of the Enemy for 
an infallible Sign that they were the Forlorn of the Army 
ſent before' to make way for the main Body in order to 

a Siege ; And that he might therefore be the better pre- 
par'd for them, He commanded the Suburbs to be ſet 
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on Fire, which was accordingly done that Afternoon to Fuly. 
the great regret of the Inhabitants, and of thoſe thar © 
were in the Town, conſidering the Stately Buildings, 
Palaces and Gardens that were deſtroyed. 

The ſame Deſtiny was intended for Leopolſtadt, (B) 
notice having been already given ro the Inhabitants, 
and to thoſe that were in the Monaſteries that they 
ſhould wichdraw themſelves with their Goods into 
Vienna, but by reaſon of a great quantity of Warlike 
Proviſions ſent thither upon that occaſion that were 
lodged in Magazines, and could not be immediately 
removed from thence, the Town was refpited for ſome 
time, but was ſoon after Burnt by the Enemy, the Pro- 
viſions aforementioned having been firſt conveyed into 
Vienna by us. 

Nothing elſe of moment hapned this day, more than 
that ſome of our Horſe that were appointed to keep 
Guard in ſeveral places withont the Suburbs, had ſome 
Skirmiſhes with the Tarks that were ftragling that way, 
where our Men hapned to find two Letters dropt by the 
Enemy, wherein. they Summoned us to Surrender -the 
Town, which they brought ro Count Starembers, who 
did not think fit to anſwer them. Hee 

Art the. ſame time Lieutenant General Counr Schultz 
arrived at the Camp of the Duke of Lorrain from the 
further fide of the Dannbe, (F) bringing with him abouc 
Seven Thouſand fighting Men, and; amongſt them Four 
Thouſand Polanders, who having been raiſed at the 
Charge of the Emperor, and taking their way out of 
®oland through Silefia , under the Command of Prince 
Lubomirski, had very opportunely joined Count Schultz , 
who as we have before-mentioned had been —

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4 the Motions of Count Teckely upon the Waag : But that 
: - which gave us the greateſt Satisfation was the approach 
of our Foot, which with the Artillery had taken their 
March through the Iſland of Schutt , whereof we were 
informed by Frederick Sigiſmond Count Scherffenberg, who 
marching ſome hours before them into the 'Town with 
the Regiment under his Command , aſſured us that the 
reſt of the Infantry was very near at hand, which could 
not but be very welcom News to us, inaſmuch as until 
that time we had no other defence than the uſual Gar- 
riſon of about Twelve hundred Men, and half the Re- 
giment of: KeiſerFtein lately come from Prague, making 
about a Thouſand more, Commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Skenk, a Perſon of great Conduct and Courage, 
which he made appear during the Siege. 
Nor were we deceived in our Expectation , the Foot 
[ arriving that day, and the next following, as did alſo 
ſeveral Bodies of the Enemy, with this difference, that. 
the Turks Encamped themſelves between the Town and 
the South-lide of the Danube, and that our Foot march- 
ing on the other ſide of the River without Reſiſtance, 
| and paſling over the Bridges (E) and through the Iſland 
of St. Leopold (B) entred into Yienna about Midnight, to 
the unſpeakable Joy and Comfort of the Inhabitants ; 
After which they were purſuant to the Orders of Count 
Staremberg diſtributed by Count Serini, one of the Ma- 
jor Generals round about the Counterſcarp (2)-of the 
Town, where they. were Poſted according to the Dis 
yiton following.

themſelves foremoft upon all Occaſions to the Dangers 


and Hardſhips that offered, and even to Death it ſelf. 
On this Occaſton it is neceſſary to obſerve the Method 
that was uſed for avoiding Confuſion amongſt the chief 
Officers ; it being ſo ordered , that two of the Eldeſt 
Colonels were qualified with a Title between a Major 
General and a Colonel, and accordingly the Counts 
De Souches and: Scherffenberg having the Title of Briga- 
diers, commanded by turns ; fo that as often as Major 
General Count Dawn entred into Function, he was at- 
rended by the Count de Souches in the Quality of Briga- 


dier, and by the Baron de Beck as Eldeſt Colonel, with- 


his Subordinate Officers, and as often as the other Major 


General Count Serini had the Watch, Count Scherffenbers

All this while there remained in Fienna ſeveral Per- 
ſons of great Quality, who although they were not in 
Employment, ventured their Lives in the Siege, Maxi- 
millian Count Trotsmansdorff, formerly a Colonel in the 
Low-Countries, John Cha#les Count of Five- Churches Cap- 
cain Provincial of that Part of Auſtria where the greateſt 
Ravage was made. Godfrey Count of Salaburg Lieute- 
nant Colonel of a Regiment of Croats, who undertook 
to command a Party of Men that he had gotten rogether 
in order to make a Sally upon the Enemy; Henry Frederick 
Baron of Xilmanſegg , who inthe Abſence of the Great 
Maſter of the Chaſes, commanded Fourſcore Huntſmen, 
who being lodged for the Three firſt days of the Siege 
upon the Baſtion of the Court, very much .annoyed the 
Enemy in their Trenches by their Skill in Shooting, 
which was ſo great, that ſeldom any one Shot of theirs 
miſſed killing a Turk , Baron Kilmanſegg himſelf, as 
[ amableto teſtifie, ſeeing a Turk with a great Turban 
upon his Head ( whom we afterwards underſtood to 
be a chief Engineer) walking ſtately in the Trenches, 
ſhot him with his Gun from one of the Baſtions at above 
200 paces diſtance, as he did another that came to car- 
xy off the dead Body. Count Yiznancourt was another 
of the Voluntiers that ſtayed in the Town , one that-had

Gentleman of Sileſiz who was come to Yienna upon a' 
Law Suit, continued there during the Siege, as did alfo' 
another Gentleman Cornelius Rumlingen, a Man of great 
Knowledge and Experience in Military Aﬀairs, who be- 
ing well eſteemed of by Count Staremberg, afſiſted him 
with his Councils ; Francis Sigiſmond Roſtauſcher a Gentle- 
man ot Moravia, who'had been formerly Adjutant Gene- 
ral, likewiſe diſtinguiſhed himſelf in this Service. At 
che ſame time the Citizens and other Inhabitants of the 
Town were not idle, who having. formed themſelves 
- into ſeveral Regiments, and keeping Guard in cer 
tain Places under the Command of their own Co- 
lonels, were allo divided into ſeveral Bodies, as fol-

the Town atid Soldiers, which the Biſhop reſerved for 
a. time of Exigency, and diſcover'd upon a Diſcourſe 
that hapned. concerning the Proviſions and Stores that

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were in the Town ; When Count Staremberg taking Yuly. 
notice of the great Want they were like to be in, The & V. 
Biſhop thereupon asked what Summ of Money mighe 
be ſufficient co maintain the Siege, and being told 

| that 100000 Dollers would go a great way towards 
it; And knowing by his own experience at the Siege 
of Candia, where he had ſerved 3 years as Knight of 
Malta, of how great Importance it was to have ready 
Money on ſuch Occaſions, undertook that this Summa 
ſhould be forth-coming , and in a few Days after 
brought in 200000 Florins for the Publick Service.

On the 14th of July, The whole Army of the Turks, CS" 
with an incredible number of Wagons, Horſes, Bufa- IE 
los and Camels appeared moving towards jenna over 
the Hill near St. Mark's Church, their main Body 
marching on the fide of the Hill, from whence chey 
could not be ſo well diſcover'd from the Walls of he 
Town : Whereupon they immediately ſpread theme

The Duke of Lorrain who hitherto remained with 
the Cavalry in the Iſland of St. Leopold, and as we 
thought, did got intend to ftir from thence, altering 
his Reſolucion, marched over the four Bridges that 
lead towards Moravia with theſe Regiments, viz, The 
Regiments of Count Caprara, Count Rabatta , Count 

| Dunewald , Count Charles Palfi, Count Gondola, Count 
Taff, Baron Mercy, Baron Halwill, Count Montecgculi, 
Count Goz, The Regiments of Dragoons, were the 
Regiment of General Schultz, of Count Styrwm, and 
that of the Prince of Savoy, (which upon his /death 
had been given to Collonel Feiſler) thoſe of Count 
Cuf/tein, and the Baron of Herbeville. 


The Regiments of the Croats, were thoſe of Count 
Nicholas Lodron, Count Kery, Peter Riccards. Beſides 
which were the Polanders whom General Schultz 
brought along with him as aforementioned. 

All theſe marched away with the Duke of Lorrain, 
and had hardly left their Poſts, when a great number 
of Tartars and Turks went in cloſe purſuit of them 
oyer the Bridges ; But General Schultz being ordered 
r0.oppole them, behaved himſelf with ſo much Valor 
and Succeſs, that he drove them back from the Brid- 
ges, (G) one of which he alſo broke down. 


In this Conflift were killed, beſides common Sol- 
diers, Lieutenant Colonel Gerſtorff and Count Trautmans

The Enemy . mecting -with this: Repuilſe, tnarned Fwy. 
their Fury upon'the Emperor's Country-Houſe called, 
The New Favourite, and upon the other Houſes and 
Gardens of Pleaſure belonging to the Nobility, which 
they burnt, togerher with all the Churches, Monafte- 
ries and other Houles that were there. 


At the {ſame time, Count Sercen, who acted as Ma: 
jor Genera], paſling chat way in his return from the 
Duke of Lorram, was like to have fallen into the 
hands of the. Enemy, had he not with - all ſpeed 
gained the Bridge (1) that lies over the branch of 
the Danube, and ordered lome of the Planks of the 
Bridge to be thrown dowa atter him. 

As for thote that were belteged, - they- wiſhed/ no- 
thing more, than that the Duke would have ſtaid in 
the Uland of St,.Leopold, which would have preſer- 
ved a free Communication and Entercourle, as well 
with the Emperor, as with the Territories of Bohes 
mia, Sileſia, Moravia, and other parts of the Empire; 
from whence we might have received Supplies of every 
thing we needed. 

This was the Opinion of the befteged, who after- 
wards felt: thoſe .bardſhips, thac were: brought upon 
them, by the quitting.of that Place. Burt. however 
we. are,not to doubt of the ſufficiency of: the Rea- 
ions, that moved the Duke of: Lorrainto haſten his de-

July. Enemy, who were-come within two hundred Paces 
of the Town, having poſted themſelves in the Gar 
den called (5) Rottenboff , where they began their 
Line of Circumvallation, throwing up Earth where 
they placed their Gabions in great Number,and planted 
their Cannon, with which by break of Day they fired 
upon us, carrying on their Trenches in Oblique Lines 
towards the Town. | 
We-on the other {1de, were all this while but begin- 
ning to bring our Cannon out of the Arſenal, and to 
placesthem on the Baſtions, laying Platforms for the 
Carriages of our Guns, and making holes in the Wall, 
co play our Cannon thorough with more Security fpr 
want of Gabions, placing Veſſels and Sacks full of Earth 
and Wool upon the Works for-a defence againſt the 
Shot of the Enetny. 4 FE 
This was the Care of the Officets of the Ordnance, 
by Name Col. Chriftopher Borner, a Perſon of Courage 
and Experience, who received a Shot in the Cheek, of 
which he is not yet. cured; and Lientenant Colonel 
Martin Geſchwind, wiho was wounded, but recovered. + 


The other Officers of the Ordnance, were Captain 
Maximilian Wecdleghen of Bohemia, Michel Mied of Saxony, 
William Jemagne of Vienna, Henry Crefſet a Dane , Chri- 
ſtopber Zimmerman Saxon, Leonard Beck an Engineer, 
who. all -in their ſeveral. Stations behaved themſelves 
extreamly well, expoſing themſelves to the greateſt 
Dangers m taking Care of all that belonged to the 
Artillery, three of them Jeniagne, Crefſelins and Weid- 
linger being killed in the Service, | 

' TT In Michaet 
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Michael Mied, who ſome Weeks before the Siege loſt ul. 
both his Hands in trying a Cannon , did nevertheleſs VB 
perform his part very well ; Chriſtopher Zimmerman and 
Leonard Bebr are at this time Sick of their Wounds. 


On the 16th of July the Turks had made their Tren- 
ches (6) at leaſt a yard deep, whereby ſecuring them- 
ſelvesfrom ourShot, they began to throw Bombs, which 
not taking Fire, nor burſting as they ought to have 
done, did us no hurt, although ſome of them fell-into 
the Play-Houſe thar ſtands near the Walls, and which 
being all built of Wood and primed with Oyl, we 
feaxed it would the ſooner have taken Fire , and ſo 
endangered the Hall and Monaſtery of the Auguſtines, 
and other ſtately Buildings there adjoyning ; for which 
reaſon. the Play-Houle was preſently pulled down: 
with Engines, and the Beams and Planks of it carried 
to the Ramparts and Baſtions, where they were of 
very great uſe to make defences againſt the Ene-

>Fown, we diſcovered within ir, ſome Villains whom - 
the Enemy had hired (as it was reported) to walk 
about in the Night, and to ſet fire to the Citizens 
Houſes and Palaces of the Town , as was diſcovered 
on the firſt day of the Siege, being the 15m of July, 
there having been the ſame Night a Youth of Sixteen 
years of Age found -in Womans Apparel, who had 
flung into the Straw or Litter lying near the Stables 
of the Scotch Abby (19) ſome Fire which preſently”

The Youth who was ſuppoſed to be the Author of 
this Miſchief, was laid hold of by the Rabble, and 
immediately torn in pieces by them, without exa- 
mining the Matter to find whether he had really 
committed the Fact, and whether by the inſtigation- 
of the Enemy, which many were doubtful of, belie- 
ving rather that the Fire hapned accidentally, and by 
Negligence of the Grooms themlelves, And that this 
poor Youth, being one of the firſt who ran to pur it 
out and unknown to the mad Rabble, was by them 
torn in pieces, whereby. the Truth of the buſineſs re- 
mains undiſcovered. 

In this great Exigency of the Fire, if God Almighty 
had not of his Mercy put a ſtop to it upon the Third 
day, the Arſenal together with the Ammunition and. 

| Powder 
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Powder- had all taken Fire, and deſtroying; that "part 
of the Town had given Entrance to the Enemy, as 
it hapned at the former Siege in the year 1529; Ic 
being obſerved that the Turks play'd their Cannon 
and Bombs all the while on that part of the Town 
where the Fire broke out , advancing their Works to- 
wards the Court (7) and Lebel (8) Baſtion and the 
Ravelin {(9) that lies between them, which made us 
ſuſpe& they were carrying their Mines to thoſe very 
Places, which put us upon thinking of making uſe of 
Counterminers : But how ſtrange ſoever it may ap- 
pear, there was .not one Man in the Emperor's Pay to 
be found in the whole Town, who had Skill enough 
colundertake that Work, all the Men of that Profeſſion 
being employed elſewhere. However two Perſons,one 
2 Dutchman, the other a Lorrainer, both Yoluntiers of- 
fered themlelves to be employed; And although up- 
on.trial they proved to have bur little Skill , yer were 
they made ule of for want of better : As was alſo Bare 
tholomy Camucci a Venetian, who for many years had kept 
Company with the Count de Wimes formerly Chief En- 

ineer of Yienna, and now exerciſed to good purpoſe 
what he had learn't of him. Nor are we to forget 


James Hafner, Captain of the ordinary Garriſon , who 


ſeeing a Piece of Mine not managed as it ought to be, 
and finding fault -with it, diſcover'd his Skill by 
this means , and being thereupon made Director 
of all thoſe Works, performed many excellent things 
as Engineer, for which he was much commended by 
the Generals,

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July, Whiltthis was doing in the Town, Count Starem- 
berg applied his Care towards preparing on the Walls 
and in the Trenches all things neceſſary to oppole the 
Enemy , ordering Palizadoes to be placd on the 
Counterſcarp (2) and Caponiers in the Ditch (13) to ſe- 
cure our Men ; ſo that in caſe the Turks made their 
way lo far, they might meet with theſe places of 
Retreat, from whence our Men might be able to 
put them to a ſtand, which hapned afterward as was 
deſigned to the great Damage of the Enemy. 


In carrying on this Work, Captain Elias Khan a Sile- 
fan, ſignalized himſelf very much , one who havi 
before the Siege been hired by ſome private Perſgns 
to defend the Caſtle of Sonaw ſituate near Neuſtadt, 
from the Incurſion of the Tartars, and being upon his 
way thither with his Wife and four- Children , and - 
fome few Soldiers hired for the ſame purpoſe, was 
overtaken and aſſaulted by the  Tartars , but he Diſ- 
mounting two of them that rode upon one Horle, 
and getting upon the Horſe himfelf, returned fafe.to 
Vienna, without knowing what became of his Wife 
and Children. | 

The Enemy cantinued all this day very buſie in ad- 
vancing their Works and Frenches towards the Court 
and Lebel Baſtions, and the Ravelin which lies be- 
zween them, and were near gotten within 3o Paces of 
the Ditch, notwithſtanding the continual playing of our 

 Bombs;Nor did the Enemy fpare us with their Cannon, 
which battered very much the Emperor's Palace, (1.0) 
with the Churches and other great Buildings there ad- 
joyning, | | But 
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But it was matter of Concern and Trouble tous, Fwy. 
to ſee our Governor every day expoſing his Perſon to 
the Enemy's Shot, even where the greateſt danger 
was. It hap'ning that as he this day viſited the Court 
Baſtion (M) againſt which the Enemy's Cannon play'd 
moſt furiouſly , he received a Wound in his Head by 
a Splinter from the upper part of the Curtain that was 
of Stone, ſo that for three days he was forced co keep 
his Chamber under the Care of the Chirurgeons and 
Phyſicians ; bur being more afflifted with Impatience 
as being wanted in thole Places where the Danger con- 
tinually increaſed, he made them carry him up and 
down in a Sedan through all parts where his Preſence 
might be neceſſary, Count Dawn the next in Command 
being ill of a burning Fever at the ſame time, duv 
ring which his Place and Duty was lupply'd by 
Count Sereni che other Major General , and by the 
Counts of Souches and Scherffenberg as Brigadiers ; all the 

- other Colonels and Lieutenant Colonels being preſent 
and expoſing themſelves of their own accords at every 
place of Action , to their great Honor and the infinite 

- Satisfation cf our Governor. 


On the 17th of July, the Enemy brought all their SA 
Batteries into one, for as in that length which runs bo ag 
from the Kalcsmidiſh Garden(1 1) as far as the Garden of 
Reichwitz,(12)towards the Court & Lebel Baſtion,they 
had firſt made three Batteries with Intervals between 
them, Now all theſe were united and reduced into 
: one great Battery, from whence they plaid with 
about 20 Pieces of Cannon againſt thoſe Baſtions : It

Cannon Shot. The Right fide of the Court Baſtion 
was the Poſt of Huſſein Bafla of Damaſeus, whom Ravot- 
tai had formerly defeated in Tranſylvania, as the Prelent 
King of Poland had done at Goſchm, and-General Souches 
at Leventz, He was Seconded in his Attacks by Sagarz!

On the 18th of July, the Tarks threw up a great A, 
deal of Earth: in the Iſland of St. Leopold (B) rowards ZZ, 
the River ſide from the Garden of Count Berka (L) as 
far as the Bridge . (1) that was thrown down , and 
from the High way ſtraight along the Suburbs, where 
having ſtrengthned their Approches with Paliſadoes, 
they formed a. large Battery from whence they play'd

On the 19th, The Works were carried on, and the 
great Guns and Mortar-Pieces play'd on both fides ; hg bir 9 
The Emperor's Palace being/'pierc't through by the 
Enemies Shot.

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Faly. dered that the Bullets which were ſhot either by Acci- 
dent. or Deſign againſt the Tops of the Houles and 
Churches did not much hurt to our Men ; The Go- 
vernor having the firſt day of the Siege direted by 
Proclamation, That all the Roofs of Houſes that were 
of Wood ſhould be pull'd down, giving in his own 
Perſon the firſt Example of Obedience thereunto, And 
becauſe we perceived the Enemy carrying on double 
Lines of Communication for the joyning of their Trens 
ches, our General to hinder their Progreſs, ordered a 
Sally to be made under the Command of Count Guide 
of Staremberg and Chriſtopher Steinback , wherein they 
had good Succeſs, many of the Turkiſh Miners being 
killed or taken ; and among the reſt, one who infor- 
med our General of many things relating to the Ene- 
mies Camp.

of the Enemy that were on the Shore ; The Letters 
he brought were faſtned to a Bladder and hung about 
his Neck, wherein His Highneſs encouraged us to be 
of good Chear, forthart the Enemy would be ſhortly 
forced by a pitcht Battle to raiſe the Siege , great Suc- 
cors being expected from che Empire and Hereditary 
Countries, as likewiſe the King of Poland, who was al- 
ready come with his Army as.far as Olmutz, 

In the mean time we underſtood by ſome Deſertors, 
as we allo perceived from St. Stephen's Tower , that 
the Enemy was paſling and repaſling in great Numbers 
the two Bridges that lye over the Dangbe, the one half 
a Mile above (H) the Town, and the other half a Mile 
below (1) it, having a free Communication between 
the Itland and their Tents, which Bridges were defen- 
ded by the Princes of Walachia and Moldavia with about 
6000 Men, who being Chriſtians, and coming nog 
very willingly to the Stege, were Commanded by 4ck- 
vet Baſſa of Natolia, the Turks nor truſting them to 
themſelves ; whillt the Ifland of St, Leopold was guarded 
by Chydir Baſla of Boſnia with 6000 Egyptians.

The fright they were in, having. much encreaſed 
their Devotion, every one came conſtantly to Church 
at the time appointed by the Prieſts, theis -Goyernor 

having forbid the ringing of Bells during the Siege, 
This day again the Students making a Sally,broughe 
in ſome Cattle, which our General diſtributed among 
the Students themſelves and the Soldiers that were

The ſame day Chriſtopher Kunitz the Emperor's. Re- 
fident at the Port writ Letters to us out of the Camp 
where he was detained , intruſting one of his Servants 
with the bringing them to our Governor, which was the 
more eaſily done-inaſmuch as the Emperor's Miniſters 
and their Servants are obliged to wear the Turkiſh Ha- 
bit, and that moſt of them poke the Turkiſh Language. 
The bringing of theſe Letters however was ſo gene- 
rally talkt of throughout the Town, that there was 
too much reaſon to fear the Grand Viſiter ' would have

Ground for the Enemy to paſs through into the 
City. 

Thi day the Txrks to. avoid going about by the 

Bridges, attempted to bring a Cannon and a Mortar- 
Piece over the River in a Boat, but as they came near 
the Ravelin of the Jews, Our Men firing upon them 
with their Ordnance, made a hole with a ſhot in the 
Boat, which immediately ſunk down to rights with 
every thing that was in It. 

This day allo in the Morning early, the Enemy kept 
their uſual courſe of Shooting, but ſoon gave over and 
remained quiet all that day , which we underſtood 
not the reaſon of until Six in the Evening , at which 
time they ſprung two Mines towards the Outward - 
Angle of the Counterſcarp (2) without any conſidera» 
ble Effet, one of them taking Vent, and the other 
throwing ſome Earth into the Ditch blew up no more 
than Ten Men, afrer which nevertheleſs the Enemy 
made a Third Aſſault in the ſame place , but were as

RA On the 25th towards Five at Night, the Turks began 
©, > Pp to keep Holiday, with an hideous noiſe of Bells and 
Pipes (the Muſick they uſe )- mingling with it their 
wonted Cry of Hala, Hala, which our Men hearing 
very plain, the places where-they kept Guard upon the 
Edge of the Ditch not being ten foot diſtant,invited the 
Turks to Dance with them , that ſo the Muſick might 
or be loft, But they-bad ſoon other Sport, The. Turks 
ſpringing another Mine under the Palizadoes which 


blew up many of them, together with Ten of our Men. 
And 
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And the Enemy attempting' thereupon to enter into July. 
the'Ditch by the breach their Mine had made, there 
followed a very ſmart Encounter , with conſiderable 
| loſs on both Sides : And while our Men were in ſome 
diſorder , Count Seren: with Sr. Croy Lieutenant Colo- 
nel of the Regiment of Dupigni coming to their Suc- 
cour with a Hundred freſh Men armed wich Hand- 
Granadoes ; they ſoon got the better of the Turks, 
and cutting off many of their Heads, fixt them on the 
Stakes and Palizadoes on the Counterſcarp in fight of 
the Enemy. 

Count Guido Starenberg then Captain, and afterwards 
made Major and Lieutenant Colonel of the Regimenc 
of that Name by his Couſin the General, received a 
ſhor- in that Action, bur ſoon recovered ;. The like 
hapned to Count Souches, but he being ſlightly wounded 
in the Arm, only retired a lictle to tie it up, and imme- 
diately returned again to the Charge. 

It hapned otherwiſe ro George Rumpler of Miſnia, an 
Engineer of great Credit, who being wounded in the 
left Arm died Eight days after. Ar the ſame time the 
Lieutenant Colonel of the Prince of Wirtenberg, Son to. 
Colonel Walthers, and William Shemnitz Captain in the 
Regiment of Staremberg were killed, Lieutenant Dubsky 
was allo hurt, bur ſoon recovered. 

This day our Governor received another Wound by 
a Stone that ſtruck him on the Hand. 


On the 26th of July, one of our Mines being ſhaken — ” 
by the noiſe of the Cannon fell in and ſmothered chree 
of our Pioneers, And the Meſſenger whom the Duke of 
G 2 Lorrain 
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July [rrain ſent to us- with Letters going back the ſame 
© *. ©. way With an Anſwer in Cypher, was intercepted by: 
| the Enemy, of which we received an aflurance by the 
ſame Letters. we had ſent which the Turks this day 
ſhort into the Town faſtned to an Arrow , to. which 
Letters were added. ſome Latin words, ſignifying that 
It was in vain we endeavoured to ſend any Letters to our 
Army , the miſerable State of Vienna being ſufficiently 
known 10 all the World, which was but a juſt Judgment 
of God Almighty in Puniſhing the Chriſtians for the breach: 
of their Faith, whereby they had provoked the Emperor of the 

Turks to this Expedition. 


RALLY) Onthe Twenty ſeventh of July, an Order was Pub- 
3327 | liſhed, whereby all the reſt of the Inhabicants able 
to bear Arms, that had not already Liſted themſelves, 
were commanded immediately to meet together and to- 
make up another Body, being to be provided with Arms 
out of the Arſenal. 
About Three of the Clock in the Afternoon, a {mall 
Party of the Turks coming through their Trenches, at- 
rack't with great fury ſome of our Foot that had their 
Polt near the Palizadoes, but our Men making a very 
good reliftance, threw Nine of the Turks that came 
beyond the Palizadoes into the Ditch, where they were 
wnmediartely cut in pieces. 
In this Action Charles Burchard a Gentleman of 
Carinthia Major of the Regiment of Mansfeld , beha- 
ved himſelf very well, but was unfortunately ſhot 
through the Body with a Poiſoned Arrow, where- 


of he died. Count Sereni.received allo a ſhot through

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both his Shoulders, but neither felt the Wound nor the Fu: 
Arrow until a Lieutenant in Count Souche's Regiment * V ©! 
had drawn it out of his Body, : | 

Francis Chriitopher Montenelly Major of the Regiment 
of Souches was hurt in this Skirmiſh , and was after- 
wards made Lieutenant Colonel of the Regiment of 
Wirtemberg, Many of the Common Soldiers were kil- 
led by the Enemies Short, but how many of the Turks 
were hurt or killed we could'not know, 


On the Eight and twentieth of July, the Turks thot = > 
ſeveral Bombs from Leopolitadt (B) into the Town, CR 
whereof one falling upon a Houſe near the Red Gate, 
it burſt with ſo great Noiſe and&Violence, that having 

_ thrown down the greateſt part of a very high Brick 
Houle, it ſcattered it (elf through the Streers, frightening 
the People,8 doing no {mall Miſchief, At this time feve- 
ral Chriſtians whom the Turks & Tartars had taken Pri- 
ſoners, made their eſcape intothe Town,having all their 
Heads ſhorn, and being cloathed in Tuwkfh Habits, 


On the Nine and twentieth of Jaly, the Enemy con- CRAL 
tinned their Approaches towards the Counterſcarp CAVy 
over againſt the Court and Lebel Baſtion and the 
Ravelin that lies between them , where about Five 
in the Afrernoon they ſprung a Mine, which ha- 
ving been carried beyond the foremoſt Palifadoes, 
it hapned that they were all lefc ſtanding, the. Mine 
venting, it ſelf upon the Edge of the Ditch near a place 
where ſome of our Men were upon Duty, and having 
there blown up about Fifteen Palifadoes with che Earth 

abour 
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Fuly. aboutthem, killed Twenty , and hurt a great many 
” more. The Turks however did not make any farther 
Aſſault, becauſe che ourward Paliſadoes 'which they 

intended to have deſtroyed by that Mine , remai- 
ned untouch't ;*ſo that the Hole that the Mine had 
made , was eaſily fill d up again at Night by our 
Soldiers. pals regs.

Fo. On the Thirtieth of July we ſprang a Mine in the 


Enemie's Trenches, General Staremberg himſelf dire- 
ting it from the Court Baſtion , from whence he 
gave the Signal of Retreat to fome-of our Men who. 
guarded the Counterſcarp, before the ſpringing of the 
Mine, bur it hapning abont Eight in the Evening. we 
could not earn whar loſs the Enemy ſuſtain'd by it , 
which we believe was confiderable, inaſmuch as the 
AL continued buſie in making -good their Ruins all the 
' Suly 31. next day, which was $634 of July, when they allo 
——_ their Mines fo far towards the Ditch , that 
they and our Men could not only ſpeak together ,. but 
fell foul of one another with Sticks and pieces of Pali- 
ſadoes, till our Men laying afide their Sticks, took up 
the Iron Hooks they made uſe of in their Works, and 
hooking in the Turks drew them within the Trenches, 
or elle fixing Syths to long Poles (an Invention as 'cis 
{aid of Count Dawns ) ftruck at the Tarks through the 
Paliſadoes, killing all thoſe they could reach : Nor 
was it unpleaſant to ſee our Men and the Turks on 
both ſides the Paliſzdoes ſtriving together at the two 
ends of thole long Poles , whether the one ſhould 


draw in his Adverſary, or the other make himſelf Ma- 
A | ſer 
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ſker of the Pole, the Advantage remaining to the 
rongelt. | 

The Enemy for theſe two days continued to ply 
us with Bombs, which occaſioneda very extraordinary 
Accident ; one of thoſe Bombs falling upon the Baſtion 
of the Court (G) near one of our Mortar-pieces where 
Lieutenant Colonel Geſchwind an Officer of the Ord- 
nance was upon Duty , which burſting aſunder, ſer 
fire to one of our Mortar-Pieces, from whence the 
Bomb that was in it hapned to light among the Turks; 
and did them great damage ; Lieutenant Colonel Geſch- 
wind eſcaping the Danger very narrowly by throwing 
himſelf upon the Ground, and ſo avoiding the Splin- 
cers of the Enemie's Bomb, which was taken notice of 
with great Satisfaction of Count Staremberg , who ſaw 
what paſled art a diſtance, The ſame Night being the 
laſt of July, Lieutenanc Colonel Geſchwind took away 


ſix Cannon from oft the Cavallier of the Lebel Ba- 
- ftion, and placed three of them below on the Curtain. 


upon the left hand, where three others were already 
placed ; and the other three he planted upon the Le- 
vel of the Baſtion where chere was more ſpace ; 
which he did becauſe upon the Cayallier they were 
not only too much expoſed to the Enemie's Guns;

> ches with great diligence, whilſt we endeavoured in 
vain with our Bombs and Granadoes to diſturb them, 
ic being their Practice as ſoon as they had made their 
Trenches, to cover them immediately with .great pie- 
ces of Wood, over which they laid Boards and Bags of 
Sand , ſecuring thenwſelves by this means from our 
Bombs and Granadoes ſo well, that the Baſlas and even 
the Grand Viſier taking theſe Trenches for their ſafeſt 
Retreat, (171) ordered them to be made very large and 
fpacious, and to be divided into ſeveral Appartments, 
being furniſht wich Tapeſtry, and paved with Tiles, 
where nothing was wanting that is neceſlary for the 
Conveniency of living. 


The Month of Auguſt. 


5,74. On the Firſt day a great Number of People were 

VR. very much frighted at a Sermon in the Church of 
St. Stephen by a Bomb, which paſſing through the Win- 
dows of the Church, and meeting with a great Pillar, 
rebounded upon one Man and broke his Legs. 

In the Night time the Enemy threw up the Earth 
from their Trenches at leaſt three yards higher than 
the places where our Men kept Guard, endeavourin 
from thence to burn our Paliſadoes; but our Men that 
defended then behaving themſelves with great Cou- 
rage, beat the Enemy back , whilſt others fetching 
Water from the bottom of the Ditch did put out the 
Fire. This Afaulr coſt many lives on both {ides.

On the Second of Auguſt being a Holiday, the Turks 4upuf.- 
very early in the Morning ſhot many Bombs at the © Y VV 
Church of the Capucines whereby they gave great 
Diſturbance to the People in their Devotions ; it being . 

| uncertain whether this hapned by Chance, or by the 
malicious Suggeſtions of ſome Chriſtian in the Turkiſh 
Army. But a Bomb falling with a horrid Noiſe on the 
top of che Church, and ſtopping upon the great Arch 
while the People were within at their Prayers, it occa- 
fioned ſo great a fright amongſt them , chat they all 
ran out of the Church, bur afterwards returned to their 
Devotions when they ſaw no hurt was done. 

On the ſame day abour Eight of the Clock in the 
Evening, we ſprang a Mine that was carried from the 
Lebel Baſtion (8) to the Enemie's Works, with ſo great 
Succels, that many of them were blown up and torn in 
pieces, we perceiving from the Walls ſeveral Arms and 
Legs in the Air,mingled with the Smoke and Rubbidge. 
In this Occaſion Captain James Hafner behaved himlelf 
{o well, that he was received with great Expreſſions of 
Kindneſs by Count Staremberg, who had from the Ba- 
ſtion obſerved what was doing. 

This Night a Party of Foot and Horſe went out of 
the Town, and returned the next day , being the 
Third of Auguſt, with abour Fifty Oxen taken 
from the Enemy ; and being conveyed into the 
Cicy by the Sally-Ports, were divided among the 
poor People the Sick Soldiers, and thoſe that had 
taken them from the Enemy. And here I may obſerve, 
that amongſt ſo many People that were in the Town, 


there was never wanting a ſufficient quantity of Beef, 
H though 
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Auguſt. though indeed it were ſometimes dearer than at others; 
For as in the beginning thoſe that came out of Hungary, 
drove whole Herds of Cattle before them into the 
Town, ſelling to the Citizens and Butchers a great 
Ox for a Duckat, which was fold again at firſt ar the 
rate of a Dollar for 35 1b. of Beef , the Price after- 
wards increaſed every day as long as the Siege laſted ; 
So that at length a Pound of Beef was {old for about 
Nine pence, which laſted till the railing of the Siege, 
when. we took from the Enemy lo great a Number of 
Cows, Sheep and Oxen,that there was not only enough 

. for the Town and Neighborhood to feed upon at 

| Reaſonable Rates, but to Till and Prepare the Ground 
again inſtead 'of Horſes, which the Enemy had quite 
deſtroyed or carried away. 

On the ſame day Lieutenant Colonel George Rum- 
pler, our Chief Engineer, died of a Wound in his Arm, 
naving drunk too much Wine whilſt he was under 
Cure, This day ſome of our Men that belonged to 
the Arſenal, with other Yoluntiers of the City-Miliria, 
were ordered in the dead of the Night to paſs the 
Danube, where the Turks kept ſeveral Boats at the Ifland 
of St, Leopold, (with deſign perhaps of making uſe of 
them againſt us for a Bridge) which our Men were 
either to brigg away with them by the Channel (22) 
that leads co the Arſenal, or elle to Sink or Burn them; 
which they accordingly performed with the. Com- 
mendation and Reward, ſo fortunate. an Undertaking 
had deleryed. | 

The ſame day, An Invication-was made by Beat of 


Drums, to all choſe that had not yet put chemlelves in 
| Arms, 
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Arms, and were in want of Proviſions, that they Augy/. 
ſhould Liſt themſelves and receive Pay during the ©Y > 
Siege : And to all thoſe that gave in their Names, 
(which were not few) there was given three Rix- 
dollars in hand, and a daily Subſiftance equally with 
the Soldiers of Bread and Wine , of the lat of which, 
by the Liberality of Prince Schwartzenburg (as afore- 
mentioned) and of the Religious Orders and Citizens, 
there was no want for the Soldiers : Beſides, that the 
General cogether with the Magiſtrates had made an 
Order, that the Eccleliaſticks and Convents, as well as 
the Citizens and Inhabitants of the Town, ſhould give 
the Hundredth Bottle of Wine for the refreſhment of 
the Soldiers, which they readily performed. Nor was 
there any quarter given to the Wine-Cellars of the Em- 
peror's Miniſters, and other Perſons of Quality, their 
Houſes and Palaces being made uſe of to receive and 
entertain the Officers. This Night which preceded 
the Fourth of Auguſt, we had a hot Diſpute with the 
Turks, who endeavoured to make themſelves Maſters 
of the Counterſcarp, having thrown up Earth for ma- 
ny days over the Paliſadoes, by which means they 
got above us, fighting hand to hand with Guns, 
Scimiters and Javelins. They likewiſe ſhot an in- 
credible number of Poifoned Arrows at us, and ſent 
continually freſh Men to relieve thoſe that were wea- 
ry. Onthe other fide, our General attended with his 
Officers, gave all Neceſlary Orders as there was occa- 
ſion, leaving nothing undone thar could be of Adyan-

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The Enemy nevertheleſs at the end of four Weeks 


after the firſt Attack, ſprung a Mine upon the Qut- 


ward Angle of the Counterſcarp, which broke the 
Earth thereabouts near our Paliſadoes ; whereupon 
our Men retreating a little, ſome of them ventur'd ſoon 
after to fix the Paliſadoes anew, whilſt others drove 
away the Turks from the Poſt they had gained. 

On the right ſide of the Ravelin, that lies between 
the Court and Lebel Baſtions, George Maurice Kottlinsky 
a Gentleman of Sileſia had his Station , which he des 
tended with much Valour ; and, as he was leading up 
freſh Men' to oppoſe the Enemy , was unfortunately 
killed with a Cannon Bullet , being lamented by all, 
and eſpecially by the General, whoſe Lientenant Co- 


| lonel he was. His Brother George Adolphus Captain in

the Regiment of Beck, having his Poſt on the left fide 
of the Ravelin, was very much hurt. at the ſame time 
on the Nole by ſome Granado Shells ; nocwithſtand-. - 
ing which, he could not be perſwaded to ftir from 
his Command, John George Kotlinsky a Voluntier Ne- 
phew to them both, received three days after a Mus- 
wr. ſhot in his Back, whereof he died ſome time 
alter. 


On the day following; which was the Fourth of 4- 
guſt, the Turks continued ſhooting with their great 
Guns and Mortar-Pieces, till about Eight of the Clock 
in the Evening they endeavoured according to their 
uſual Cuſtom ro advance their Approaches as far as the 
Ditch that divides the Counterſcarp from the Ravelin ; 
And whilſt we were making the beſt reſiſtance 1 
| could, 
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could , It hapned that one of our Common Soldiers Augef. 
. was ſingly engaged with a Turk, whom, after a long "Vo" 
Scuffle he wounded, and took from him his Scimiter ; 
The Turk however, as they were wreſtling together, 
| drew an Arrow out of a Quiver he had by his ſide, 
and ftruck the Chriſtian on the Face and Head ; bur 
the Lieutenant who was there upon Duty, running to 
chem, cut off the Turk's Head, which was preſently pur 
upon a Stake, and brought to us that were ſtanding up- 
on the Baſtion of the Gate of Carythia. During this 
Engagement our Men fired the Paliſadoes towards the 
Ditch, where ſome Turks were Poſted, and at the 
ſame time ſprung two Mines from the Lebel Baſtion 
with good Succels. 


On the 5th of Auguft, the Enemy preſſed us very an 
hard, ſtill firing upon us with their great Guns, and =. 
throwing Hand-Granadoes, by which means notwith- | 
Randing all our Endeavours they threw up fo much 
Earth upon the Counterſcarp (where we had alſo be- 
fore raiſed a little defence of Earth) that carrying it 
before them, they filled the Ditch of the Ravelin, in 
order to make their Aſſault more eaſie : But our Men 
kept them back with all the Courage imaginable ; the 
General, who was every where preſent , incouraging 
the Common Soldiers and calling them Brothers : 

And on the Sixth of Auguſt abour four in the Morning, þ. 
he ordered a little Bed to be brought to the place where 
the Emperor's Guards uſed to Lodge , that he might 
be nearer at hand upon all Occaſions. |

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On the Game day we ſaw from Sr. Stephen's Tower, 
ſeveral Tents of our Army on the other fide of 
the Danube, near the Great I{land, where General Schultz 
had on the 15th of July thrown down the Bridge (F) ; 
which the Moldavians and Yalachians having the Guard 
of, and endeavouring to Rebuild it, as they had already 
finith'c two Arches, The Duke of Lorran ordered 


Colonel Heiſler, Colonel of Dragoons, and the Count 


Archinto Lieutenant Colonel of his Son's Regiment of 
Foot, with Peter Riccardi Colonel of the Croats to hin- 


der the Reparations they were about, which was accor- 


dingly done by planting ſome Cannon on the River 
{:1de, and firing upon the Enemies Pioneers with their 
great and ſmall Shot. The noiſe being heard in the 
Enemies Camp, we preſently ſaw the Turks who were 
lodged upon the lower Branch of the Danube as far as 
St. Mark- Hill, getting on Horſe-back, and haſtning to- 
wards the Iſland, until the Grand Viſter and the Chief 
Officers being informed of the Matter, by thoſe who 
were poſted in the Iſland ; they ordered ſome of their 
Cannon to be planted over againſt ours, and fo both 
ſides continued: firing at one another for ſome days; 
But the Turks did not proceed either at that time or 
afterwards on the Reparations they had begun at the 
Bridge. | | 

In the mean while Colonel Heifler and Count 4-- 
chinto, deſirous to know what paſſed 'in the Enemies 
Camp on the other fide of the River, and taking 
with them two Soldiers, went over in. a Boat that 
lay thereabouts, conducted by two: Fiſher-Men , and 


being on the other ſide where the Enemy was en- 


camped ; 
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camped, after they had gone alittle way into the Iſland, AugyF. 
Colonel Heiſler laying his Ear to the Ground, heard © 
2a noiſe. of the Turks coming towards them , which 
made them retire , but not finding their Boat where 
they lefc it, were forced to paſs over a Ford, where 
the Water came as high as their Shoulders in the ſhal- 
loweſt place. | 
Abour this time the Waters of the Danube [wel- 
led ſo high as to break down the Bridge ( H) which 
the Enemy had made over the Branch between Y:- 
enna and Nusdorff ; but the Turks with the help of their 
Boats, which they drew up againſt the Scream-of the 
Danube, refitted it the next day. 


On the -th about Five in the Evening, we ob- RA,

ſerved from St. Stephen's Tower, a great ſmoak afar RL 
off, on the other fide of the Danube towards Moravia 
and the River Moraw, which made us believe Teckely's 
Army had paſſed the Waag, and ravaged the Coun- 
try thereabouts after their uſual manner ; nor were 
we miſtaken in this Opinion, wherein we were after- 
wards confirmed by the Duke of Lorrain's Letters, 
which brought us the News of his having defeated 


Teckely at the Horaw, and forced him to retreat to. his 
former Station upon the Waag. 


This Night we had a ſharp Combat with the 
Enemy, who keeping the high Ground were expo- 
ſed on all ſides to the Shot of our Out-Guards, that 
were lodged upon a level with them upon the fide 
of the Ditch, whereupon having thrown up a great 


deal of Earth, and ſecuring themlelyes by it: fron 
OUT? 
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Angut, our Shot, They begun to fill up the Ditch with the 
& LD Earth, ro make it even with the Counterſcarp and 
the Ravelin, in order to facilitate their Attack : Our 
Men endeavouring in the mean time as privately as 
they could to remove the Earth wich Wheel-barrows 
out of the botrom of the Ditch, until they ſaw the 
Turks in great Numbers ruſhing out of their Tren- 
ches and Galleries into the Dicch cowards the Lebel 
Baſtion ; when they immediately threw down their 
Wheel-barrows and pur themſelves in a poſture of De- 
fence, but before any Succours could come, many of 
them were killed, The lols failing chiefly upon the 
Regiment of Mansfield, where Lieutenant Colonel Alex- 
ander Count Leſley ( Brother to the General of the Ord- 
- nance) died ſoon aſter of a Shot he had received in this 
Action, 


OF.78. On the Eighth of Augu/t the Enemy continued their 
LZRv Works all the day time with great diligence, and were 
obſerved to throw up Earth , and carry on a Mine in 
the very Ditch (13) of the Ravelin, to which they had 
a paſlage by their Galleries, which being covered with 
Planks ſecured them from our Shot and Granadoes ; 
And as we had reaſon to believe, they.intended by 
this means to: Attack the Ravelin, we drew off our 
great Guns from thence, and diſpoſing of them upon 
the Walls of the Town, we lett ſome Men upon the 
Ravelin to annoy the Enemy with ſmall Shot, But in 
the Night Count Daun and Count Souches, by Di- 
reions from the General ( who had been for two

with about Three hundred Men, ''who'did their parts 
ſo well, that they ſet on fire the Galleries, by which

In the mean while the Enemy fprung a Mine in

where he found fix Ducats of Gold tied. up tos

This day a Boy of about Seventeen years of 
Age, belonging . ro a Man that fold Limonade in 
che Town, was ſtope as he was making his eſcape 
over the Paliſadoes, and being brought in and 
Examined, Confeſſed that he had been terapted by 
the hopes of a Reward , to give the Turks Intel- 
ligence from- time to. time of the Condition. the : 
Town was-in, which he had often done ; and. 
that he was now ordered to give them. Infor» 
mation how many. Guns .and of what ſort were 
in the Town, and in. what places they were diſs 
poſed. 


On the 11th, We expected to ſee the Fire upon PS 
the Bifſemberg, which the Lieutenant that. carried CV - 
Letters ro the Duke of Lorrain was to make there ; 

But the day breaking, no fire appeared: The Ene- 
my ſpringing. two Mines this day without EF- 
fect, Count Daun. made: a Sally. upon them in 
the cloſe. of the "Evening ; the Prince of Wirtens 
erg being at the Head of our Men. And as. this 
Sally was making, we ſprung a Mine and played 

| upon | 
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Angu, upon the Enemy with our Cannon charged with 
&I/vL ſmall Bullets, Stones, and pieces of Iron , which 
fo terrified the Tirks , that they retreated to the 
lowermoſt part of their Trenches , whereupon the 
Prince of Wirtenberg, and Baron Polheim Lieutenant 
in the Regiment of Souches, purſuing them did 
them mueh Miſchief by the Hand-Granadoes that 
were thrown into their Trenches, not without 
ſome loſs on our own fide, Forty of our Men 
being either Killed or Wounded in the Sally : The 
Baron de Gall lately made Major of the Regiment 
of Marsfeild, was this day to the great diflatisfaction 
of his Competitors, made Lieutenant Colonel in 


the Place of Colonel Leſley, killed ſome days paſt. 


FRAL) On the Twelfth about Noon, the Enemy ſprung 
ONES” rhe Mines they had prepared under the Rave- 
lin, which gave ſo great a Blow that half the 
Town {hook with ix ; Whereupon the Enemy 
made an Afaulc on that fide of the Ravelin which 
their Mines had demoliſht, but were ſo warmly 
received by us, that they could not lodge them- 
telves in it; ' but were forced to quit that Scation 


with ſome Loſs. 


On our fide about 100 Men were killed or woun- 
ded. Coum: Sereni, and Count Scherffenberg gained 
much Honor 'in this Action , ,oh, which they had

On the 13:4 of Auguſt before day we ſaw the Signal FLAP 
made by the Lieutenant upon the Bifſemberg , giving VAL 
us notice of his fafe arrival with the Letters committed 
to his charge for the Duke of Loyrain, and the ſame 

day other Letters were ſent to the Duke, by Gregorio 
Ktschkitsky heretofore Interpreter of the Eaſtland Com- 
pany. But this day notwithſtanding we play'd our 
Cannon very warmly, the Enemy purſued their Works 
ſo vigorouſly that they prepared a Mine under another 
part of the Ravelin they had attack't the day before. 
But Providence ſo ordered 'it, Sat the Powder raking 
fire by accident vented it ſelf at che entrance of the 
Mine, doing ſo much damage to their Works, that they 
durſt not make any farther attempr. 

The ſame day a Bomb from the Enemy lighting up- 
on one of our Demi-Cannon diſcharged it, which hap. 

_ ned again the next day. 

| On the 14th of Auguſt they continued working ver 

hard, and plying us with their i5ombs and Stones, okich 
were anſwered in the like m:::ner by us. They made 
their Trenches nine foot _ woneng them imme- 
diately with Planks under which they ſheltered them- 
ſelves and carried on their work very ſecurely. Act fix 
in the afternoon they ſprung a Mine at the Right-face 
of the Ravelin, which nevertheleſs was without any 
huxt to us, but with great damage to themlelyes , and 

this night they advanced their Trenches into the great 

' Ditch before the Ravelin. | 

On the 15th of Auguſt the Enemy did not uſe their 
Cannon very. much, but plied their Bomvs and throw- 
ing of Stones which did us great hurt, About nine in 


the morning they ſprung a Mire at the foor of the 
K Ravelin 
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BAD Ravyelin towards the Right face of the Court-Baſtion ; 
 A2% | bur without effet, In the Night they advanced the 
= Trenches into the Ditch toward the Lebe/ Baſtion , 
and lodged themſelves under that part of the Rave- 
lin which had been Jately blown up; but our Gene- 
ral was very diligent in oppoling their aſſaults, prin- 
cipally upon the Ravelin which had ſuffer'd ſo much, 
as alſo the Court and Lebel Baſtions, and the Melcker 
Ravelin that lies between the Lebel and the Melcker 
Baſtion, making ſeveral Retrenchments of Earth one 
above another at abaygt twenty four foot diſtance and 
ftrengthening them with Paliſadoes, ſo that it the Enemy 
made themſelves Mafters of any one of thele Retrench- 
ments, they might {till meet with freſh oppoſition from 
our Men, who might retire to the next, whereby the Turks 
would be always expoſed to-our great and ſmall Shot 
which would do them much milchief, the upper part 
of the Parapet and the Curtains being filled with Em- 
brazures or Holes through which the Cannon mightplay 
the more eallly. 
This day we obſerved many loaden Waggons and 
Camels arriving in the Enemies Camp, bringing them 
as ve then ſuppoſed a recruit of Ammunition, wherein 
we were not miſtaken, as we found by experience. 

On the 16th of Auguſt the Enemy made more uſe 
of their Cannon, Bombs and Stones than the days before, 
which did us much harm, advancing continually with 

their approaches, till about five in the Evening, we 
made a ſally with about two hundred Men, who falling 
upon the Works which the Enemy had brought through 
the botrom of the Ditch to the Lebel Baſtion, quite de- 
ſtroy'd them, with the loſs onely of about nine of our 


Men. 
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- Men. This was the moſt ſucceſsful Sally we had yee >AA 
made, and was managed with great conduct and cou- LA 
rage by Count Seren: and Count Scherfenberg, who 
being commanded upon this Service by the General, were 
both wounded in it. by Stones from the Enemies Mortar. 
Pieces. | 

Ferdinand Heiſterman ( who was formerly Adjutant to 
Count Staremberg, and now a Captain in his Regiment ) 
behaved himlelt very bravely in this Sally , where be- 
ing engaged in a {ingle Combat with a Tark, | he dil- 
armed his Adverſary and cut off his head with his own 
Scimiter, fixing it upon a Paliladoe : After which he 
prriencen the Scimiter to the General, who at this time 

ept his bed of a Dylentery. a. 

About ſeven in the Evening we ſprung a Mine under 
the fide of the attack't Ravelin where the Enemy was 
lodged, which forced them to quit their Station and to 
ſhelcer themſelves under the Point of the Ravelin as they 
had done before. About ten. at Night the Turks atteme 

ted. by their Galleries to return into the bottom of the 
Ditch and renew the Works which had been deſtroyed 
 1n the Sally the day before, to which end they made ule 
of Gabions and ſacks of Wool to ſecure them from our 
ſhot in carrying on their Works and Lodgments in e- 
very place. Bur our Men under the conduct of Count 
Scherfenberg falling upon them, after halt an hours di- 
{puce, either burnt or carry'd away the Gabions and o- 
ther defences which the Enemy had made as well in 
the Ditch as upon the Counterlcarp, forcing them to 
retire to the holes which their Mines had made in the 
Ravelin. Nothing more hapned this Night for the 


Rain, of which we had little at other times : the con- 
K 2 tinual 
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>< tinual noiſe. of the great Guns diſperſing the Clouds as 
| uguſt. | 
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they gathered. 

This day two Soldiers attempted to run to the Ene- 
my through the Paliſadoes , but being brought back by 
ſome of our Men were committed to Priſon, in order 
to receive the puniſhment they deſerved. 

On the 17th of Auguſt we dilcovered a Battery rail. 
ed in the Enemies Trenches, where they had planted 
three pieces of Ordnance not far from the edg of the 
Ditch, with which they play'd furiouſly upon the Lebel 
Baſtion, but continued, not long, the General having 
ordered four whole Cannon to be fired from the Cur- 
tain that is between the Lebel and Court Baſtions, which 
ſoon diſordered the Enemies Ordnance ; but from the 
reſt of the Batteries they continued their ſhot very thick 
as at other times. At nine in the Morning we made a 
Sally into che Ditch before the Lebe/ Baſtion, but with- 
out effect, being forced to retire by the number of the 
Enemies. About ſeven in the Evening they ſprung a 
Mine under the attack't Ravelin and attempted an AC 
fault, but were beaten off again. In this Conflict, a 
common Soldier being ſingly engaged with a Turk, took 
away his Scimiter and cut off his head with it, and 
ſearching him found ſome Money quilted in his Girdle, 
which he put into his own Pocket without taking much 
notice of it till the fight was ended, when returning 
into the Town to examine his Booty, and finding 
a hundred pieces of Gold, run up and down like a 
mad Man, telling every body the good fortune he had 
met with, and encouraging them againſt the Turks from 
whom ſuch Treaſures were to be gotten. 


This 
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This day Kotschkitsky, who carried the Letters to the LAS 
Duke of Lorrain returned again with the Servant he had $ - > 
taken with him, and aſſured us that we ſhould be relie- 
ved about the end of the Month. 

In the Night we gave the Signal of our Meſſengers 
return by Rockets in the Air. | 

On the 18th of Auguſt our Men made a Sally upon 
the Point of the attack'd Ravelin, to drive away the 
Turks who had ſheltered themſelves there. But not 
ſucceeding in this Attempr, they onely brought away 
one Priſoner. About five in the Evening the Enemy 
ſprung a Mine at the fide of the ſame Ravelin towards 
the Town, by which means throwing up the earth a- 
gain, they enlarged their ground upon the Ravelin ſo 
far, that they planted twelve Enſigns upon it, and main- 
rained ir very ſtoutly, which gave Count Scherfenberg 
a new occaſion of exerciſing his Courage in a Sally a- 
gainſt chem, wherein Dupigny Colonel of a Regiment of 
Morſe was kill'd, after having behaved himſelf very 
gallantly at the head of his Men whom he had diſmoun- 
red, for this Service. De Chauvilte Captain of Horſe was 
likewiſe killed, the Father of whom was afterwards by 
the Duke of Lorrain made Colonel of the Regiment of 
Dupieny. The Baron d' Afi gained much honour in the 
Sally, wherein the Turks, as it's ſaid, loſt four hundred 
Men. 

On the 19th of Auguſt the Enemy ſhot licle, nor did 
they make any ule atall of their Cannon, but with their 
Bombs and Stones they annoyed us very much. At ſeven 
in the Morning we ſprung a Mine under that fide of the 
attack'd Ravelin where the Enemy had lodged them- 


ſelves the day before, which caſt up ſo mucl: earth that 
{o 
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RAS ſo many of the Turks as were lodged within and at the 
\ £8: | foetof the Ravyelin and could nor get away in time were 
overwhelmed in it, and that part of the Ravelin being 
thus retrieved was wholly abandoned by the Enemy, till 
Night ; when they renewed their Works, and caſting up 
the earth endeavoured with all poſtible diligence to make 
their way to thejr former ſhelters. 

About nine in the Morning fourteen of our Men with 
a Leader paſſed the Paliſadoes before the Gate of Carin. 
thia, and placing Guards to oppole any of the Turks that 
might come upon them, brought into the Town thirty 
two Oxen. | - 

On the 20oth of Auguſt the Turks thundred with their 
great Guns and Bombs upon our Baſtions after their - 
uſual manner, whereby Wolfgang Schenk Lieutenant Col. 
of the Regiment of Keiſerſtem, received a Wound in his 
ſhoulder of which he died ſome days after, and Cap- 
tain Hiller was killed upon the place. In'the mean time 
the Turks were very buſte endeayouring: to recover 
their former Poſt on the Ravelin. About ten this Night 
Letters were ſent to the Duke of Lorrain. 

This day a Gunner from the Ravelin between the 
Gate of Carinthia and the Baſtion of the Waterworks, 
obſerving a Turk watering two Horſes at the River 
Vienna, fired upon him, and broke his Legs with a ſhor, 
of which he died immediately. 
| On the 21th of Augyſt carly in the Morning the Ene- 
my ſaluted us with their Cannon and Bombs after their 
uſual manner, and afrerwards ſprung a Mine towards 
the Lebel Baſtion, but without effect, for which reaſon 
they did not make an Aflaulr, but onely apply'd them- 
ſelyes to the enlargement of their approaches into the 


great 
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great Ditch, About ſix in the Evening they ſprung ano- — 
ther Mine in the ſame Place with as little ſucceſs. This VL 
day a Deſertor from the Enemy came into the Town, 
and amongſt- other things told us, that on the twenty 
eighth day of this Month they intended to perform ſome 
extraordinary Action. The ſame day alſo ſome of our 
Men that were upon the Guard near the Paliſadoes be- 
fore the Gate of Carinthia brought in two Horſes with 
a Janizary almoſt killed by a Mulſquet ſhort, and after 
the General had underſtood from him the ſtate of the 
Enemies Camp, he gave order that he ſhould be creat- 
ed well and cured of his Wounds. 

On the 22th of Auguſt about eleven in the Morning 
we ſprung a Mine on the attack'd Ravelin, which 
threw up ſo much earth into the Enemies Works that 
it almoſt filled them, burying all their Pioneers, except 
ſome few whole heads being ſtill above ground, many 
of the Twks came immediately to their ſuccour, and 
with ſome difhculty carry'd them off, But the Diſpute 
continued very ſharp till ten at Night, when ar laſt the 
Turks ſprung a ſmall Mine on the upper part of the 
Ditch near the Ravelin, thereby to' facilitate their de-.. 
ſcent, whilſt our Men plyed them continually with Gra- 
nadoes, which however did little hurt to the Enemy 
who had covered their Galeries with Planks, under which 
they ſecured themſelves from our Granadoes. We con- 
tinued all this while playing our great Guns and Bombs 
very briskly from the Ramparts, to drive the Enemy 
from the Court-Baſtion where they intended to ſpring 
a Mine, which they had brought from the atrack'd 


Ravelin. 
At 
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At the ſame time we obſerved our Troops that were 
AL beyond the Bridges removing their Camp, which we 
- ſuppoſed to be in order to joyn the Duke of Loryain 
and to encreaſe the ſuccours we had for ſome time ex- 
peed, wherein we were confirmed by the Meſſenger 
we ſent to the Duke, who returned this day with Let- 
ters from his Highneſs giving us an Account, © Thar 
«© the Armies were almoit joyned ; That the Troops of 
&« Bavaria, Saxony, Francona, the Poies and Imperialiſts 
« were near Crembs; That the King of Poland was ha- 
«ting thither in Pcrion, as allo the Electors of Ba- 
« yaria and Saxony, and the Emperour coming to 
&« Lints that he might be nearer to the Army, but that 
«the whole Enterprize depended upon the defence 
«we ſhould make until all che Forces were joyned, 
&« which *twas hoped would be by the end of this Month 
« That in the mean time the Duke of Lorrain was mo. 
«<yving towards Crembs, that he might be preſent at 
« the making the Bridges there ; That nothing was 0. 
© mitted which might co::tribure to {o neceſſary and Ho- 
« nourable a Reliet ; That his Highnets was reſolved to 
« yenture all rather than the Town ſhould be loſt That 
& he had beaten Tekely near Presburg on the 29th of Fuly, 
<« and purſued: him to Schint, having taken all his Bag- 
« oage and burnt or ſunk all the Boats he had brought 
< together to build a Bridg upon the Waag ; That Preſ- 
« bars which had lately ſurrender'd ro Tekeli was 
*now under the Emperor's Obedience ; That his 
| © Highneſs had alſo obtained another Victory againſt 
« Tekely near the Moraiv, where the Enemy had We ten 
© Enſfigns and a conſiderable number of Men. This 
was the Purport of the Duke's Letters which raiſed the 
Spirits 
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Spirits of the People, eſpecially of the Eccleſiaſticks 
and Burghers , of whom every day many fell ſick and 
died : their Diſtempers and chiefly the Flux (which 
was very mortal) being occaſioned as well by the ex- 
cream want ſome were 1n, as by the unaccuſtomed Dier 
and cating of ſalted Butalo's fleſh, of which many of 
the better ſort as well as the poor People died, among(t 
whom was fobn Schmidsberger Abbot of the Scotch Abby, 
Piter Vautier Provelt of St. Stephen's, Laurence Gruner Ca- 
non of St. Stephens, John Gopalt one of the Judges in the 
Imperial Court, Chriſtopher de Catena Canon of St. Ste- 
phen's, John Leibeaberg Conlul of: the City, N. Schiltba- 
cha Phyſician, Paul Schorza, Gregory Widel, Doors in 
the Law, Balthaſar Horole a Guntounder, Daniel Muller, 
Father '(hriſtopher Schweizer a Dominican Frier, Father Vin. 
cent Bauman Sub-Prior of the ſame Convent, with a- 
bout fifteen others who. with great Charity taking care 
of the ſick and wounded that lay in the Monaſtery, died 
of the Infection they had contracted from them, which 
alſo happened in other Convents from the ſame Caule. 
This day from the Court and Lebel Baſtions we be. 
can to throw down Veſlels of lighted Pitch and Sulphur 
1co the: bottom of the Ditch, nouriſhing the fire con- 
ſtantly with Wood, that by its Light we might the more 
eaſily hinder the Turks from mining under the Points of 
the Baſtions, which had good ſucceſs: The Enemy 
thereupon leaving the Points and betaking themſelves to 


the ſides of the Baſitions where they proceeded with their

On the 23d of Auguſt the Enemy working very hard, | 
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FAR covered themſelves with the earth they threw up before 
« them, whereby they poſſeſſed themſelves of the third part 
' * © of the Ravelin, our Men retiring to other Retrench- 
ments, from whence they defended the reft of the Ra- 
velin. | p16 
This day ſome of our Men that went out of the Town 
the Night before,. hiding themſelves in the Ruins of the 
Subuibs of Carinthia till the Morning, wounded and 
brought in two Turks, one of whom died preſent] 
alter, the other was carried before the General, butb 
reaſon of the Fellow's being continually drunk, little 
Information could be got from him. 42 

In the mean while the Enemy ſprung a new Mine on 
the left fide of the attack'd Ravelin, whereby they ſpa- 
red their Pioneers ſome labour, who muſt have other- 
wiſe loſt much time in throwing the earth over the Pa- 

 liſadoes, butthey ſtill declined an open fight, making uſe 
of their Mines to gain ground upon us. - 

About this time a Report was ſpread abroad in the 
Town that a Deſerter had bronght Intelligence, that the 
Enemy had been long digging under ground co make a 
paſlage under the Curtain through the Emperor's Wine- 
Cellars into the Town, which though it was hardly be- 
lieved, occaſion'd an Order to the Guard of the! Empe- 
ror's Palace, that they ſhould keep Watch inthe Cellars 
and go the Round every hour, to give notice of . what 
they ſhould obſerve. 

Oa the 2 4th of Auguſt we perceiy'd the Turks going in 
Boats and ſwimming their Horſes by the Bridles to the 
other fide of the Danube, where they ſer fire to the Vil- 
lages, Caſtles and Towns for ſome Miles thereabouts : 

Our Men who had the Guard ot the Bridges having lefe 
| : _. - their 
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their Poſt two days before, in order to joyn the Duke of RA 
Lorram, by which means the Enemy paſſed over the LACK, 
River withour interruption and waſted the Country on 

the” other f1de, till the Poles marching the next day to- 

wards Crembs and fecing the Country all in'a ſmoak 
derached teveral Parties, who meeting with the Turks 

made a great ſlaughter of them, forcing them to retreac 

in great confuſion to the: Danube, where throwing them- 

ſelves into the River to avoid the Poles, moſt of them 

were drowned. 

Whilft che Enemy recetyed this Blaw on the other 

{1de:the River, thoſe before the Town continued firing 
upon us very warmly with their Canon. Their chief 
delign was to bring a Mine under the Ravelin, by that 
means hoping ro blow 1t up intirely , which our Men 
ſ\uſpetting, informed Captain Haffner, who taking with 
him two Pioneers, prelently digged over the place where 
they heard the Enemy working with their Pickaxes, 
and having digged about four foot deep upon the Ra- 
velin, they diſcovered the Enemies Mine which they 
had already brought above forty foot beyond our Guards 
juſt under the Ravelin ; Whereupon the Turks finding 
their Works ſo diſcovered ran away, throwing down 
their Spades and Pickaxes, which our Men brought away 
with them, delivering us from the apprehenſion we were 
in of lofing the Ravelin that Night. 

On the '25th of Auguſt much blood was ſhed on both 
ſides, and though the Enemy were not buſie with their 
Bombs, yet they never ceaſed from throwing of Stones. 

This day Count Dawn, Count Serent, Count Souches, 
Count Scherfenb:rg, the Baron de Beck and the Prince of 


Wirtenberg being all upon the Lebel Baſtion and the 
| L 2 | Poſts 
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Poſts thereabouts that were chiefly attack'd,, the Gene- 
Av ral himſelf coming thither ſoon atter, a Sally was agreed 
on to deſtroy the Enemies Works which they were ad- 
vancing very faſt under the Ditch againſt the ſides of thar 
Baſtion : And accordingly about four in the Afternoon 
Captain Travers, and Captain Heneman of the Regiment 
of Souches, and Licutenant Simon of the Regiment of 
Beck, were commanded out upon this Service; who pal- 
ſing through the Sally-Ports, were followed chither by 
' Count Sereni and the Prince of Wirtenbers, the laſt of 
whom conceiving our men to bein danger, asked Counc 
Sereni for a recruit of, one hundred men, whom he de- 
fired leave to command in perſon, which was granted 
by Count Sereni with great difficulty,as being a Service im- 
proper for a Collonel : Bur the Prince having by impor. 
runity obtained his deſires, and coming in freſh, relie- 
ved our men that were engaged with the Turks. And 
Count Sonches having at the fame time undertaken ano- 
ther Sally, nor far from the ſame place, the Enemy was 
forced to give ground; and the Prince of Wirtenberg pur- 
ſuing cloſely into their Trenches without the Counter- 
ſcarp as far as one of their Batteries, upon which were 
planted three Pieces of Ordinance, it would have been 
very caſte to have nailed -up their Guns, if our men had 
been provided with Nails, but the Turks beginning to 
rally and to increaſe in number, they thought fits retire 
into the Ditch, ſtill firing upon the Enemy that followed 
them. Inthis Action were loſt about two hundred Com. 
mon Souldiers on our fide. The Officers killed were the 
Baron de Saudrick a Captain in the Regiment of Key/er- 
ein, the Baron of Yele-Brugg, Captain in the Regiment of 
Newburz. The Prince of Wirtenberz was alſo wounded by 


an 
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an Arrow under the right Hip, and Maximilian Weedling rv 
Captain of the Artillery killed this day, nor in the Sally, -J_ 
bur upoa the Lebel Baſtion, 

While theſe things were doing, Captain Haffner found 
out another of the Enemies Mines under the Attack'd 
Ravelin, and ſo diſappointed the effect. 

On the 26th of Auguſt the Enemy, having ſprung a 
Mine under the fide of the attack'd Ravelin, made an 
aſlaulr, but were beaten off, after which they continued 
to throw their Bombs and Stones the reſt of the day, do- 
ing us ſome hurt. About Nine in the Evening they 
ſprung another Mine under the lame fide of the Ravelin, 
and made another Aſflault, bur were again repulſed 
with great ſlaughter ; five of our men, ſtanding together 
upon the Court Baſtion, had their heads ſhot. oft by one 
ot the Enemies Bullets. At one in the Afternoon we 
ſaw a great number of Camels laden, going out of the 
Enemies Camp towards Presburg with Men to guard 
them; We ſuppoling it to be the Booty they had taken 
from the Chriſtians, and were now {ending away that 
they might make ſure of it whatever event the Siege might 
have. | 

On the 27th of Auguſt early in the Morning the Enemy 
oaveus ſeveral warni ſalutes with their Cannon ater their 
uſual manner, which ceaſing, they continued neverthelels 
throwing of Stones and Bombs. Art ſeven of the Clock 
about three hundred Muſqueteers, with thirty Hole of 
of the Regiment of Dupigny, made a Sally into the Ditch 
of the Court Baſtion, where notwithſtanding all the re- 
fiſtance the Enemy could make, our men deitroyed as 
much of their Works as would coft them three days to 
repair.

WY az Was killed, for whole Body the Enemy fought very ob- 
ſtinately a whole hour. Our greateſt lols was of the 
Baron de Spindler an Enſign in the Regiment of Souches, 
who being wounded with a Musket Bullet, dyed the 
next day; he was the Son of Jenatins Baron Spindler, a 
Councellor of the Province of lower Auſtria. 
Ar Five in the Evening the Enemy {ſprung two new 
Mines, the one on the Fett {ide of the atrack'd Raveline, 
the ocher upon the edge of the Ditch towards the Court 
Baſtion. Upon the noiſe of the firſt, the Enemy made 
an Aſſaulc, bur were as ſoon repulſed by Count Scherfen- 
berg : The other Mine had no further conſequence, than 
that one or two of our Men were hurt and taken Priſoners 
by the Enemy, who allo received -a confiderable loſs. 
This day two Pelerters, one a common Soldier inthe 
Regiment of Beck, the other of the ordinary Gariſon, 
that had been lately ſeized as they were running away 
to the Enemy over the Paliſadoes, were Hanged in the 
Marker-place, and the Boy that was taken as he was 
carrying Intelligence to the Enemy , Beheaded. We 
lIikewilc ſaw ſeveral Parties of our Horfe ranging beyond 
the Bridges on the other {ide of the Danube in earch of 
the Trks that had been ſetting the Country on Fire. And 
at Night, the Baron Atelmanſegs by Count Starenberg's 
direction, ordered about Fourty Rockets to be thrown 
up into the Air from S. Stephen's Tower, as a Signal to 
the Duke that we expected a ſpeedy relict. | 
On rhe 28th. in the Morning all was very quiet on both 
1:des,by reaſon of the Thunder and rempctnous Weather, 
109 berween Four and Fivc in tie EVenino, -he 
Enemy ſprung a Mine at the right tide of the fattack'd 
Ravelin, 
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Ravelin, and made an Aſſault upon ir, but playing ">; 
our Cannon continually with our ſmall Shot, and throw- www 
ing of Stones, we made them retire, after they covered 
themſelves in the Ditch under the Court Baſtion by the 
help.of Galleries which they made ule of that they 
might with more ſecurity in the Night enlarge the 
Trenches they had carried ſo far. Thus we were treed 
from the apprehenſions 'of Danger , which by the In- 
tormation of the Deſerter, we were to expect this Day : 
In the Evening the Baron Atelmanſezg threw more 
Rockets into the Air, as a Signal for the Duke of 
Lorrain to haſten our relief. | 

On the 29th. the Enemy made leſs ule of their Cannon, 
but were more free of their Bombs and Stones : Between 
Nine and Ten they ſprung a Mine under the remain- 
ing part of the Raveline, which utterly dctroycd it, 
atcer it had been torn in- pieces with the continuals 
ſpringing of ſo many Mines, no firm ground being lefc 
for the Enemy or us to Fight upon; our Men keeping 
only a very ſmall Retrenchment on the middle of che 
Raveline that had eſcaped the laſt Aﬀſaule of the Enemy. 
This they maintained very obſtinately, beſet as it was 
on every fide by the Enemy, until tome Days after 
when Count Starenberg ordered that Polt to be abandon'd. 

All parts being thus Leveled that might facilitate 
the paſlage of the Enemy to che atrackt Raveline; they 
endeavoured to make a way for their deſcent into the 
outward Ditch, to which end about Noon they ſprung 
a Mine, which caſting vo much Earth, fecured their 
Galleries ſo well, that iourty or filty Men might pals 
that way into the bottom of the Dirch : They durlt not 


however as yet undertake to drive us by force from the 
Ravelin,

PAL Raveline, until they had prepared another ſmall Mine, 

ARA which they ſprung the next Day , being the zorh. of 
Anguſt , on that {ide of the Raveline towards the Lebel 
Battion, and thereupon made an Aſſault, which was 
ſtoutly oppoled by our Men , who had bur very lice 
room left on the Raveline to defend themſelves upon 
againlt the Enemy. Whillt chis paſled at the Ravelin, 
the Enemy continued enlarging and advancing their 
Trenches in the bottom of che Ditch very near the 
Ramparcs of the Court and Lebel Baſtions. 

This Day Creſſ#dius an Offcer of the Ordnance was 
killed by a Cannon Buller; and the Baron de A{et- 
manſegg in the preſence of Count Starenberg made tryal 
of certain Granado Shells he had Invented, not of Glaſs 
or any Metal, but of Potters Clay wrought with cer- 
rain Ingredients to the hardnels of Iron, which being 
*fired, proved as good at leaſt as any that were made 
of Glaſs; And had the Siege laſted any longer, they 
would have been made uſe of , all the others being 
ſpent. The Baron of Kyelmanſegg did alſo Invent a 
Powder Mill, which being placed under the Ramparts, 
was turned by Oxen and Horſes inſtead of Wind or 
Water, where a quantity of Powder was made ever 
Day. Many other good Services' were performed by 
Baron Kielmanſegg, untill he fell fick of a Dyſentery 
and a Feaver, when he appointed his Kinkman Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Charles Baron of Schwaertzenau to {upply 
his Duty, which he performed with great Diligence 
to the end of the Siege, having before as a Voluntier 
attended Count Starenhirz, tendring his Service upon 

all OCCAallEns. 
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This day one of the Enemies Bombs fell upon our 
Powder that lay upon the. Court-baſtion for che uſe 
ob our Guns and butiting aſunder ſet fire to ſome Hand- 
Granadoes, by which three of our Men were killed and 
ſeven wounded. 

On the 31th of Auguſt were obſerved ſeveral Camels 
and Waggons laden, and ſome Carriages with great 
Guns drawing oft from the Enemies Camp towards the 
Forreſt of Yiema, where in the Afrernoon we heard 


much ſhooting, which made us believe that the Turks 


were gone that way to hinder the paſſage of ſome of the 
fore-runners of our Army that was coming to our Re- 
lief. In the Afternoon the Enemy (ſprung two Mines, 
one at the attack'd Ravelin, the other upon the edg of 
the Counter{carp towards the Court Baſtion, which was 
done onely ro enlarge their Approaches which might 
facilitate their digging of Mines under the Baſtions. 


| September, 


On the firſt of this Month the Enemy made little uſe 
of their great Guns, but threw many Stones and were 
very bufy in advancing their Works towards the Baſtions, 
to hinder which, our Men made a Sally into the bot. 
tom of the Dirch of the Court Baftion and repulſed the 
Turks to the Counterſcarp, entring into their Trenches 
as far as a Batrery, where they nailed up two of 
their great Guns. Bur they increaſing in number re- 
turned upon 'our Men who killed many of the Turks, 
there betng about one hundred on our fide killed and 
wounded. _ ©h | 
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Ar Night ſeveral Rockets were again thrown into the 
Air as Signals ro. our Army that we ſtood in great need 
of Relict. For now we ſaw plainly the Enemy intend- 
ed to carry a Mine the Night following under the Court- 
baſtion, and had alſo made their approaches through the 
bottom of the Ditch to the Lebel Baſtion, and the Cur. 
tain between thoſe rwo Baſtions, having covered and 
| ſecured themſelves by their Galeries and Traverles of 
Wood. 
| On tthe ſecond of September at five in the Morning, the 
Meſſenger we had twice ſent to the Duke of Lorrain re- 
turned into the Town. | 

This Meſſenger , by Name George Kotschkitsky hath 
ſince related to us, that upon his firlt going out of the 
Town with Letters from the General having a Servanc 
with him, they did not go very far the firſt Night, but 
proceeding on their Journey, the next Morning met with 
leveral Turks, who asked them who they were and 
from whence they came? To whom they made anſwer, 
That one was of Belgrade, and the other of 7jvaria , 
That: they had. been trading with ſome Commodities 
in the Camp but had been robbed of all they had, which 
made them ſeek up and down in the Vineyards ſome- 
thing to ſatiche their Hunger. That ſome of the 
Turks bad them have a. care, not to ſtraggle too far 
for fear of the Enemy who were near. That going a 
licle further to the top of the Hill called the Callemberg, 
they ſpyed on the other {ide of the Danube ſome of our 
Army that lay near che Bridges to hinder the Turks from 
repairing them as is before mentioned, .and in the 
middle of the Danube ſaw a little Iſland, with ſome Peo. 
ple that were retired thither with their boars, to whom 


upon 
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Upon coming near to the Shoar,' they made a Sign that 
they would fetch them over, which they did after our 
Meſſenger and his Servant had aſſured them that rhey 
were Chriſtians, making the ſ1gn/ of the Crols-on their 
foreheads, in confirmation of ir. "That the People of the 
Ifland told Korschkitsky,how our Men that lay on che other 
fide of the Danube had ſome days before paſled the River, 
and ranging through the Vineyards had met with a great 
number of the Enemies Camels which they drove down 
tothe Water fide, where going. into their boats and draw- 
ing ſome of them by the bridle after.them, they were fol- 
lowed by all thereſt of the Camels that fwam over of their 
own accord, to the number of atleaſt three hundred. 
That he was carried from hence by the People of the Iſland 
to the other fide of the: River, where he, was conducted to 

| the Officers that were there, who were Donatus Heifter Co- 
lonel of Dragoons,Peter Ricardi Colonel of the Croats, and 
Conar Archints Lieutenant Colonel of the Duke of Lorrains 
Son's Regiment, by whom he:was kindly received and 
ſent forward to our Army; and thathaving delivered his 
Letters to the Duke of Lorrain he was diſpatch'd back to 
Vienna, where he arrived with his Servant 1n ſafety the 


{ame way they came. 
This was the Story Kotschkitsky entertain'd us withal 


ac his return. 

About two of the Clock this Afternoon he was again 
ſent back with Letters, preſſing the Duke to haſten our 
Relief, the Enemy having this Morning ſprung a Mine 
under the left fide of the Court-baſtion, which had been 
brought through the bottom of the Ditch with ſuch et- 
fect, that ſome of the great Stones that ſupported the 
Baſtion at the bottom ot ir, being removed by the force 
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RAScof the Powder, gave us reafon te fear the reſt; mighe 
Jay ore fall, or at leaft that the Enemy might find a pafſlage fo 
as to lodg themſelves within the Baſtion, and that car- 
rying the Mine yer further the whole ſtrufture would 
be indangered. . At this time Colonel Ge/chwind Licute- 
nant Colonel of the Artillery was wounded on the Arms 
and ſhoulders by Stones out of one of the Enemies Mor- 
tar-pieces, who contiriuing ill ro. bring on their Works 
through the bottom of the Ditch to the ſides of the rwo 
Baſtions, there was reaſon-to fear that the Ravelin which 
lay berween them both, | having already tuffered fo much 
would now be finally loſt.” - However Captain Heifter- 
man of Count Staremberg's Regiment, whole turn it was 
to go upon: this Poſt}; wasſent-to-maintain it. for ſome 
time, with Order, that-if the Enemy. prefled him very 
hard he ſhould retire with his Men filently in the Night 
to ſome: ther place of defence; but” he havitg ooſſed 
himſelf upon the Ravyelin wich fatty Men, would nor xe- 
treat notwithſtanding the fierce Attacks of the> Enemy 
who had ſet fire to. the Paliſadoes and Traverles of 
Wood, which was the onely defence our Men had re- 
maining. In this Action at leaſt twenty of the fifty 
were killed, and amongſt them Lieutenant Sommervogel 
L and a Sergeant ; but the Captain having with his own 
hand killed two of the Turks, kept his ſtation with the 

other thirty all che Night cill the next day : 

Which being the 3d of September, Cap. Muller was about 
ewo in the Afternoon ſent to relieve Heiſterman, and about 
two hours after was killed with one of the Enemies Darts, 
in vainthe General being informed of, and believing ir 
which to think of keeping the Ravelin any longer, or- 
dered that Poſt to be deſerted and the defences which 

our 
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our Men bad made from the Ravelin to the two Ba- RD 
"Aar3gs ; ; eptewber. 
{tions to be burnt, as was accordingly done about mid- CL 
night : So that the Turks were that day being the 3d of 
Septertber polletled of that Ravelin which had coſt them 
ſo much blood and trouble. 

On this occaſion it may be worthy of notice, that 
whillt the Turks were working continually under that 
part of the Ravelin that remained, and that our Men 
were digging from above to countermine them, it hap- 
ned that their Pickaxes mer together, the ground being 
opened between them ; but the Turks being as unwil- 
ling to-make their way upwards as our Men were to go 
down, the Conflict ſoon ended without any great hurt on 
Either fide. 
| In che Night the Baron Kielmanſegg threw more Roc- 
Kets as a Signal to the Duke of Lorrain of the diſtreſs we 
were in. 

On the 4th of September the Turks were quiet with 
their great Guns in the forenoon, but annoyed us more 
than ordinary with their Bombs and throwing of Stones. 

In the Morning we had ſome Rain, which ceaſing, 
about two in the afternoon the Enemy ſprung a Mine 
under the left face of the Court-baſtion (leaving the 
Point untouch'd for the reaſons aforementioned ) which 

\ made fo terrible a noiſe and concuſſion that halt the 
Town was ſhaken with it, and at leaſt thirty foot of the 
Baſtion thrown down, which the Enemy ſeconding with 
an Aſſault and their uſual cry of Ala, Ala, 4la, put the 
whole Towa into the greateſt conſternation imaginable. 
But our Men who had the Guard of that Poſt, imme- 
diately topping the breach with great Beams and Sacks 


filled wich ſand and earth, after a deſperate fight that 
laſted 
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laſted an hour anda half, moſt couragiouſly repulſed the 
Enemy, many being killed on both ſides, though the loſs 
was not ſo great on ours. Whilſt the Cannon, Mortar- 
pieces and ſmall ſhor played furiouſly from all parts, there 
appearcd upon the top of, the Ditch about a thouſand 

wks, who on the ſudden let themſelves down one by 
one through certain Holes and Galeries that conveyed 
them into the very bottom of the Ditch, and running 
from thence towards that part of the Baſtion which had 
been thrown down by the Mine, they found a way by 
digging and removing the looſe earth to ſhelter them- 
ſelves in the hollow parts of the Ruins, making alſo 
room for greater numbers, that afterwards hiding them- 
ſelves under the ſame breach they might the more ea- 
ſily continue their approaches in order to poſſeſs them- 
ſelves of the Baſtion. | 

But by the Providence of God and Courage of the 
Chriſtians they were driven out the ſame way they 
came in, being forced to betake themſelves to their firſt 
Poſt under the Baſtion. In this Conflict many were 
killed on both f1des- The Baron Blumendall Captain of 
the Regiment of <taremberg was ſhot through the But- 


rock,bur recovered : Count Sereni and Count Scherfenberg, 


fionalizing their Yalour as on other occaſ1ons.

Abour nine at Night the Rockets were again thrown 
from Sr. Stephen's Tower to give notice that it was now 
high time to relieve us, The Town being reduced to 
the laſt extremity. And after this Signal George Miha- 
lowiz, one that formerly waited on Fobn Baptiſta Reſi- 
dent from his Imperial Majeſty at the Port, and ſpoke 
the Turkiſh Language very well, was ſent about rwo 
ia the Afternoon with Letters to the Duke of Lorrain that 
he might Know the extream danger we were in. On 
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Oa the 5th of September the Encray plyed us with 
heavier ſort of Cannon than before, whilſt in the - 
mean time they continued with the greateſt diligence 
to carry on their Galeries at the Ravelin, and through 
the Ditch to the middle Curtain, and to dig Mines under 
the Curtain it ſelf. 

In the Evening about ſix of the Clock they uſed all 

ollible endeavours to repolleſs themielves of the ground 
chey had firſt gained upon the Court-baſtion ; bur the 
paſlage being well fortified with Paliladoes and other 
Detences, and our Men being provided with variety of 
Arms, as Sythes, Hooks and Clubs headed with Iron, 
Morning Stars and the like Inſtruments, forced the Ene- 
my toretire making great havock of them. 

On the 6th of September what we feared came to paſs. 
The Enemy about one of the Clock in the Afternoon 
ſpringing ſeveral Mines under the Lebel Baſtion, which 
they had for fome days before been preparing by the 
help of their Galerices. Theſe Mines made uch a breach 
that a great part of the Baſtion at leaſt rwenty four foot 
thick, being of brick and ſtone, was quite thrown down 
trom the top to the very bottom leaving a gap of thir- 
ty fix foot broad, and our Men quite uncovered, where- 
upon the Enemy made a furious Aſſault, but ſoon re- 
tired by reaſon of the difhculty of the paſſage occa- 
fioned by the heaps and pieces of the Ruins that lay in 
their way, ſo that not being able to continue the Ar. 
tack with above one Man a breaſt, and being plyed 
with our great Guns and ſmall Shot they were torced 
ro delift at that time. However the following Night 
they fell upon digging new paſſages towards the breach, 


which made us renew our Signal to the Duke of Lor- 
ram,

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AL ram, by Rockets as we had done the day before by our 
SN Meſſenger, that his Highneſs might underltand our dan- 
ger IO 6 ſuch as to require immediate Relief. Nor 
were we idle all that Night, which was ſpent either in 
throwing up Earth , in fixing of Paliſadoes and Tra- 
verſes, or raiſing new Batteries where our General 
found it neceſlary, as chiefly on the Spaniſh Baſtion f1- 
tuated behind the Court Baſtion near the Court, as alſo 
upon the Curtain which ranges upon that ſpace which 
is called The Paradice Garden, that we might be the bet- 

ter able to withſtand the Aflault of the Turks. 
This was the ſtate of things in the Town, when in 
the Night we ſaw upon the top of the Calemberg, five 
Rockets as a Signal that our expected Succours were at 
hand, which being anſwered by us in the ſame man- 
ner there is reaſon to believe was underftood by the 
_ Enemy, inaſmuch as the next day being the 7th of Sep- 
tember, the Grand Yifier made a General Muſter of all 
his Army , as hath fince appeared to us by their own 
Original Mufter-Rolls, written in the Turkiſh Language, 
Characters and Papers, which afrer the raiſing of the 
Siege and flight of the Enemy were by Order of the 
Biſhop of Neuſtadt gathered together as they lay ſcar- 
tered up and down near the Tents of the Grand Yiſier. 
and the Secretary of State ( or Reys Effendi, fo called - 
by the Turks) and are as followeth.

This is Servanus, who in the time of the Siege 
buried under ground a great Croſs made of Oak, near 
the place where he pitch'd his Tents, and having ta- 
ken amongſt other Chriſtian Captives one Jobn Auguſtin 
Strowaſſar, and received for his Ranſom a few days 
before the railing of the Siege fifry Ducats, ſer him 
free, charging him withal at his return to: Vienna ro in- 
form the Biſhop of this Croſs, and to entreat him in 
his behalf that it might be erected in memory of 
him' in the ſame place where his Tent had ſtood. ' Bur 
before this Meſſenger had brought the Intelligence, ic 
hapned that a Maid picking up Sticks thereabouts, dil- 
covered the Croſs, and giving notice of it to the Vicar 
General John Baptiſta Mayer; It was by his Order re- 
tnoved into the Biſhops Palace, where it is daily viſt- 
ted, having on it the following Superſcription in Latin. 

The Exaltation of the Croſs is the ſupport of the World, 
the glory of the Church, the defence of Kings, the Confirmation 
of the Faithful, the elory of the Angels, and terrour of Devils. 

We Servanus Scanta-Curzenus , by the Grace of God, 
Prince of Yalachia Tranjalpma, Lord and perpetual 
Heir of the ſame, &c. This Croſs was erefted by us for 
publick Devotion and in perpetual memory of us and our 
Succefſors during the Siege of Vienna , undertaken by the 
Grand Vilter Kara Muttapha Baſla. 

Bur to return to the Muſter Rolls, we find numbred in 
them of thole that were ar that time alive in the Tur- 


kiſh 
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kiſh Camp 168000, . which number was falſly eſtimated, 


on purpole to deceive the Grand YVifier whom. the Army © 
generally hated for his Pride and Tyranny as we have 
been aſſured by thoſe who lived for many years as 
our Agents in Turky. 

The abule anderrour of theſe Muſter-Rolls is plain 
even by this ſingle inſtance, That Count Teckely is ſaid 
to come before Vienna with fifteen thouſand Fingarians, 
when as it is moſt certain he never ſent thither above 
one thouſand at moſt, the: reſt of his Men being with 


him ar the River Waag, where he was twice routed by 


the Duke of Lorrain. 

But by this falſe Muſter the Yifier was encouraged 
to ſtand the approach of our Armies, his Men having 
long before reſolved to abandon him upon the firlt op. 
portunity, in revenge of his tyrannical humor. and Pro- 
ceedings ; ſo that it will be more proper to give credit to 
the other Original Muſter-Roll, wherein 1s ſet down the 


number of all that during the Siege were either killed, 


wounded, or taken Priſoners, or that died by -ſicknels, 
which are as follows.

Whilſt theſe things were doing in the Camp, the E- 
nemy continued their Works with .all manner of dili- 
gence, in order to carry on their Mines .to the-Ditch-of 
the Town and of the Ravelin, which had been already 
demoliſh'd, thole Men being chiefly employed-in it that 
had been already muſtered after the uſnal manner of the 
Turks, who \pals two by two-and not in whole Com- 
panies before the Grand Vifier. Eo 

About Night we threw Rockets again from St. Ste- 


pben's Church, .prefſing the Duke of Lorrain to make all 


polſible-haſt wich che Relief. 

On the 8th of September, the Enemy did not ule their 
Cannon ſo much as before, but continued their Bombs 
and throwing of Stones, advancing their Works under 
the Lebel Baſtion, fo, that at two in the Afternoon they 
jprung their Mines, whereby another piece of the Ba- 
ſtion was thrown down into the Ditch, though not fo 
much as to give the Enemy fo eaſy a paſſage as they 
ecfired. They made however two Afaults with great 
numbers of Men, bur were both times as bravely beaten 
off, we plying chem cloſe with our Guns that were 
charged with pieces of Iron and Stones, as well as 
with great Short. 


In 
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In. this bloody Action was, killed Chevalier Gourney rn 
Lieutenant Colonel of Horſe in the Regiment of Dy. 2”, 
pigny., belides many Common Sold'ers and Officers of 
lower Rank. 

At Ten in the Morning we fix'd a Petard on the 
Countermine we had made, hoping thereby to force a 
way into the Mine of the Enemy, but were diſap- 
pointed. 

In the Afcernoon we perceived a great Motion in 
the Enemies Camp, ſome of them riding up and down 
in Confuſion, others leading their Camels and Horſes, 
which we did believe was occaſioned by the approach 
of our Succours. However they continued working on 
their Mines, as if they feared nothing from abroad. 

All this while Count Staremberg apply'd his utmoſt 
care towards making of Retrenchments and Traverſes 
upon the Ramparts, repairing of Breaches upon the 
Baſtions, and ftrengthening them as well as fortifying 
the Streets and Houſes near the Ramparts and Baſtions, 
with Iron Chains and Barricadoes, that in every place 
and on every event the Enemy. might find all refiftance 
imaginable. 

T'o9wards Night we threw Rockets again from St. Sre- 
pheu's Tower as Signals to the Duke of the condition 
we were in, The Enemy in the mean cimeplay'd on 
us with their Cannon and Bombs more fiercely than be- 
fore, as alſo. with Stones and Fire-balls. 

On the gth of September at Ten in the Morning, one 
of the Tyxks being brought Priloner into the Town, gave 
us an Account of the great Conſternation they were in 
by reaſon of our approaching Succours, which were al. 


ready come to the foot of the Hills. . 
Abour: 
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PALS About Noon we faw moſt of their Forces advanced

in order. of Battel towards the Foreſt, and the Calem- 
burg, being followed by other Troops carrying away 
cheir Tents, with their Camels and Waggons laden with 
their Baggage and Proviſions, as if they were removing 
to ſome other place ; as they did accordingly encamp at 
the foot of the Hills where they pitch'd their Tents, ho. 
ping at that diſtance from the Town to be in better 
capacity of preventing the Relief; whilſt thoſe who 
were left behind continued their Works in the- Ditch, 
wherein they proceeded 1o far as to poſſeſs themſelves 
that Night by Fire and Sword of our Line of Commu. 
nication, though with great loſs on their fide, carrying 
on Mines which before they had begun under the Cur- 
tain that ranges between the Lebel and Court-baftions. 

On the 1 oth of September the Enemy continued their 
Mines, their Cannon and. ſmall Shot playing very thick 
to favour their Works. NN | 

Ar Night about Eleven a Clock they ſprung a Mine 
at the Court Baſtion near the former Breach, but with- 
out other cffe& than widening the paſſage in order to 
2 further Aſſault. They met however wtth ſome difficulty 
in bringing their Mines under the Curtain, occaſioned 
by our continual throwing of Bombs of five hundred 
pound weight, vwyhich falling into the Ditch made the earth 
fink under them, and opening a wide gap rebounded 
trom thence, throwing up abundance of earth, by which 
means their Miners were uacovered in their Holes, which 
coſt. them much time to repair and ſettle the earth abour 
chem. | 

This Morning a white Pigeon came flying into the 
Town from the Enemies Camp.

Qn the 11th of: September early 'in the Morning, the 
Enemy began to ule their heavielt Cannon again, and 
with more fury than ordinary for two hours time : at- 
ter which they. were more calm, advancing their Mines 
ſomewhat {lowly. | 

In the Afternoon we.-ſaw -the- Enemy drawing out 
of their Camp all. their Forces, and even the Troops 
that. kept Guard in the Iiland of Sr. Leopold marching 
toward tne Calemberg; which was to us a certain ſign 
thac our Succours;were, coming that way ; and accord- 
ingly at five in the Afternoon we ſaw the top of the 
Hill covered with great numbers of Men extending 
their Line from -Sr. Leopold's Chappel to the Ruins of the 
Carthufaan Monaſtery, being half a German Mile in length, 
where we: perceived Cannon fired upon the Turks that 
were marching up the Hill. 

However, the Enemy taking -the advantage of the 
Nighre endeavoured to get up the Hill whilſt our Army 
met them in the deſcent: Ar which time we had the 
latisfa&tion, of ſeeing the Rockets that were throwa up. 
on the top of the Hill as a fign of their Approach, which 
we expected with ſo much impatience. 
=. The next day being the 1 2th of September after Sun-ri- 


ſing, our Army marched from the upper part of the

The Tyrks ſeeing the fides of ' the Hills covered from 
rop to bottom with an Army appearing'reſolute and in 
all Points-provided for .thera,- and feeling-at 'the ſame 
time the Cannon of Count Staremberg'from. wichin the 
Town, which greatly annoyed them» on their 'backs, 
vere reſolved however to make the firſt Qnſer : Where- 
upor the fight began very furiouſly, but continued. nor 
long ; for as ſoon as the Enemy perceived the King' of 
Poland at the. head of his "Troops on the -right- Wing, 
and the Duke of Lorrain on the left, 'and other the 
Chriſtian Princes' in the main Body "advancing upon 
them, they began to give ground, and rallying apain 
ſometimes, wete at length forced-ro-berakethemlctves

The Grand YViſier, who in the beginning of the Battel 
had lefe his Tent, and placed: himfelf at ſome diftance 
from the Battel in the way toward Laxembeig,” where he 
had in ſome confuſed manner fpread his Pavilion, ſee- 
ing his Men retreating towards him and running away, 
he allo took the ſame courſe as faſt as his Horſe could

Whereupon the Marqueſs Lewis of Baden with a body 

of Dragoons. of the Regiment of FZallewil and Filer, 
balt the Regiment of . Wirttemberg, and ſome 'other 
Troops both Horle and Foor went by command of the 
Duke of Lorram, to acquaine Count Staremberg that they 
were. ſent to joyn themlelves to the Forces withia the 
Town in order. to fall upon the Enemy, who to the 
yery: laſt momenc continued firing from their Trenches 
as furiouſly as it their Army had been victorious : But 
the Tarks immediately forſook their Stations, ſo that in 
the Evening when the general Sally was made, there 
was not one Man tobe found in the Trenches : Where- 
upon, we pollefled our felves intirely of all their Can- 
non,, Ammunition and Provifttons without reſiſtance. 
In. the .mean time the King of Poland arriving with his 
Army at the. Turkiſh Camp,: encer'd. the Grand Yiſter's 
Tent which had: been pitched: on an Eminence near the 
place, called Newſhft towatds the Village Pentzingam, 
where the Polanders fell to plunder at diſcretion. 

. .;The Chriftian Army was divided in manner follow- 
ing :: The Duke of Lorrain with the imperialiſts had the 
letc Wing... The King of Poland with twenty f1x thouſand 
fighting Men of his own Subjects, and fome of che In- 
perial Cavalry commanded the right. 

| The body of the Army confitting of the Forces of the 
Empire, was led by the Ele&ors of Saxony and Bava- 
ria, and Prince of Waldeck who had the particular di- 
rection of the Troops of Franconia. 
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The: whole Army-was:{o diſpoſed and brought .into 
Gy; Action, [that the Order was to be admired of all. [There 
was not any one Prince or General who did not bring up- 
his own Forces. The King of Poland,the Electors of Saxony 
and Bavaria, the Duke of Lorrain ,- the Duke of Saxen-1la- 
wenburg,the 'two Marqueſles of. Baden ; the Prince de Croy 
( whoſe Brotherw as killed and 'himſelf wounded ) our 
Generals and Colonels, Caprara, Leſly , Rabbata, Dunwald, 
Balfy, Gondola and Taffe, Baron . Mercy, Halweil and Die- 
penthal, &c. behaved themſelves in the ſame manner at 
the head'of their Troops, every one performing \ the 
part of brave and diſcreet Captains. And as the Gene- 
rals engaged at the head of their Troops, ''ſo did the 
private Soldiers follow their good Example: with fuch 
torwardneſs, that the Captains. could hardly reſtrain 
them from advancing 'too far ; The 'temptation' of the 
booty diverting none from their duty, the deſign of all 
was onely to givethe beſt proofs of thir Courage. -- No- 
thing ſeemed wanting! but, a--more* obſtinace reſiffince 
by whickthe Victory might have been more honourable, 
and the overthrow of the Enemy more. intire. 

The ſuccels of this Vidtory we muſt aſcribe to God 
alone, who conducted and encouraged our Army; for 
if we conſider''as well the advantageous firnation- and 
opportunities the Enemy .had\ to: prevent our Relief, as 
the ſhameful flight they ſoon berook themſelves unto: 
'Tis plain that nothing but God Almighty: could have 
brought ſuch Infatuation. upon them. . However, that 
all Perſons may' receive that Honour which is due to 
them, His Imperial Majeſty hath thought fit that the 
Names and Arms of all thoſe Princes, Dukes and Counts 
of the Empire, and other Illuſtrious and brave Men thar 
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came to this Siege from molt parts of Chriſtendom, as 
Italy, Denmark, Sueden, England, Holland, Flanders, Spain and 
France, to be engraven in Braſs, that io their Memories 
may live to all Ages, which Work will be taken in hand as 
ſoon as we ſhall have informed our ſelves of their Names, 
Offices, Countries, and of the particular Actions they have 
performed. 

The Turks being thus defeated, Count Aiverſpergh Son 
to the lace Prince Awerſpergh was ſent by the Duke of 
Lorrain. ( whole Adjutant General he was) with News 
of the Victory to his Imperial Majeſty, who was at chat 
time coming from Lintz to the Relief of Vienna. Where- 
upon his Imperial Majelty being informed of the Victo- 
ry, and immediately taking boar, arrived at Cloiſternew- 
burgh, where remaining that Night he was met by Count 
Staremberg, whom his Imperial Majeſty received with the 

reateſt demonſtrations of kindneſs imaginable. 

The. Polanders fell the very Evening of the Victory 
co plunder the Enemies. Camp, and the Germans com- 
ing the next day took the ſame courle, There was 
ſcarce any Gentleman, Soldier or Citizen of the Town 
who did not the day following find a way over the 
ruins of the Court-baſtion and through the Ditch, (none 
of the Gates being yer open) where entring into the

pleaſed them beſt. | 
There was ſo vaſt an abundance of all things as is 
not to be imagined, In the Tents of the Grand Yifger 


and of.the Baſſas were ſeveral Millions found in Gold 


and rich Furniture; ſo that 'tis ſaid ſome private Sol- 
diers got no leſs than twenty or thirty thouſand Florins a 


Man for their thare.

upon the ground in the Camp and in the Fields, fome 
wounded, others half dead, ſome ftill ſucking at the 
breaſt of their Mothers who had been inhumanly but- 
chered by the barbarous Enemy. |. 
On the 13th of September, the King of Poland with the 
two Electors, the Duke of Lorrain, and all the reſt of the 
Generals were condutted by Count Staremberg to view 
the Fortifications of Yiema as well as the Works and 
T renches of the Enetny :' In both which there was mat- 
ter of aſtoniſhment enough. Bur all conſpired to praiſe 
the Conduct and Bravery of Count Staremberg, and the 
valiant reſiſtance made by the whole Gariſon, who had 
unanimouſly teſtified a refolution rather to die than to 
yield unto the Enemy. | 
The King of Poland and the EleCtor of Bavaria having 
viſited all che Enemies Works and Approaches, and 
with all expreſſions of kindneſs taken leave of the E- 
le&or of Saxony and the Duke of Lorrain, enter'd into 
the Town, the King of Poland cauſing the Yifier's Stan- 
dard to be carried before him as he went attended b 
2 ſmall Retinue of his own Subjects ro the Chappel of 
Loretto 
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Loretto, to ſing Te Deum for this great and memorable S>7 
Victory. After which he: was accompanied wich his Ce, 
Son Prince Alexander, who was cloathed in the German 
Habit, to Count Staremberg's Houle, where with the E- 
leor of Bavaria and many of the Poliſh Nobility and 
Gentlemen, as allo Count Scattgots who had been ſear as 
Envoy from his Imperial Majeſty to the King, they were 
all ſumpruouſly entertained. Towards Evening the 
King of Poland retired on Horſeback to his Tents, where 
ſome hundred Quintals of Powder were blown up by 
the diforder or negligence of the Soldiers, many at firlt 
ſuppoſing it had been ſome Mines abandoned by the 
Enemy which had then taken fire. 

The next day being the 114th of September, his Impe- 
rial Majeſty arrived at Vienna by Water, where all the 
Cannon and ſmall Shot were three times diſcharged, 
and the two Eleors with all the Officers of the Army 
admitted to kiſs his Imperial Majeſtie's Hand,* Aﬀer - 
Which the Emperour went to viſit the Enemies Works, 
and the Fortifications of the Town, and then entring at 
the Hungarian Gate between the Elefors of Bavaria and 
Saxony, went to St. Stephen's Church, where Te Deam was - 
lung, and the Cannon diſcharged three times as be. - 

ore. 

The Office was performed by the Biſhop of Kellonitz, 
who, to his great Honour, was the onely Eccleſiaſtical 
Perſon that remained in the Town during the Siege. 

After the Service of the Church was over, Emericus 
Biſhop of Yienna took occaſion to repreſent to the Em- | 
perour ; How that in the year 1529. Solyman the Mag- 
nificent came thither in Perſon with an Army of above

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fieged he had forborn to ſhoor at- St." Stephen's Tower, 
as being a Fabrick of great Artand Beauty. in acknow- 
ledgment oft which favour, the Citizens had' then by 
Agorement placed on the Pinacle of :that Tower, a 
half Moon and a Star, which are the Turkiſh Arms, and 
were yet remaining in the fame place; That che Turk 
having had now in violation of that Agreement conti- 
nually fired upon that Tower, and done ic much Preju- 
dice: The Biſhop therefore humbly pray'd his Impe- 
rial Majeſty to give him leave to pull down the Tur- 
kiſh Arms, and to place the Crols in ſtead of it, which 
the Emperour approving of, was immediately done. 

After this, his Imperial Majeſty was conducted to the 
Arch-Duke's Palace ( his own being diſordered by the 
Enemies Cannon ) where he. dined with the 'two E- 
lefors. 

In the Evening, the King of Poland's Envoys came to 
congratulate with the Emperour, and were received and 
diſmiſs'd with all ſorts of Reſpe&t. Of other Princes 


and Noblemen, there were great numbers that came'to 


felicitate his Majeſties happy return to Yienna, and to 


kiſs his Hand. 


The next day being the 15th of September , the Em- 

erour went out about two Miles from the Town near 

the Dannbe to meet the King of Poland, whom he had not 
yer feen. 

Bur before the Emperour went abroad, he was at- 
tended by the Vice-Chancellor of Poland, who came as 
Envoy from the King his Maſter with a Complement 
ro the Emperour, being  :companied with many of the 
Nobilicy and great {3+ of that Kingdom, wher he 
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he allo preſented his Imperial Majeſty in the Name of the DAS 
King his Maſter with part of the Enemies Spoils, a- CY: 
\.INg P polls, a, 
monglt which was a Staft of about eighteen Foot Jong, = 
of the thickneſs of a Man's Fiſt, gilt towards the top | 
and richly embroidered , at which was hanging as it 
were, a Garland of about an Ell long, which the Turks 
call Tugh, and we the Horſe- Tail. 

The Emperour having dilmiſſed the Envoy of Poland, 
and taking Horſe went towards the Camp, and being 
gone 2 lictle out of the Town, the EleGor of Bavaria 
appeared firſt at the head of his Army, having in his 
Hand his naked Sword ſet with Diamonds and rich 
Jewels, with which he had been preſented three years 
before by the Emperour, who receiving the Elector 
very kindly, and going on with him, viewedin his way 
his own Army and that of the Empire, which ſpread ir 
ſelf as far as Eberſdorff, from whence turning on the 
right Hand beyond the little River Swechet , he found 
the King of Poland in his Camp at the head of his Army, 
who meeting the Emperour at ſome diſtance, they em- 
braced each other, and entring into diſcourſe concerning 
what had paſled, his Imperial Majeſty thank'd the King 
of Poland, for that he had with fo muck trouble to him- 
ſelf and inconveniency to his Subjects, undertaken fo 
long a Journey and given fo effecual an alliſtance a- 
oainſt the common Enemy that next to God Almighty 
the deliverance of Yiema was principally due unto him, 
wherein he had obliged not onely his Imperial Majeity but 
all Chriſtendom, and gained to himſelt Immortal Ho- 
nour. To which the King of Poland made artwer, That 
it was to God alone this gieat Victory was due; Thar 
for his patt he had done nothing bur what a Chriſtian 
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Prince was obliged to'do/for the ſake of Chriftianity, 
and forthe Reliet of a/Chriſtian Prince in-diſtreſs : That 
he was ſorry he had not been able immediately to purſne 
the Enemy, but that by a troubleſome march of three 
Days, and fo many Nights over Mountains and Valleys 
without their Baggage and neceſlary Proviſions, his Army 
was ſo extreamly tired as to make it altogether neceſſary 
for him to give them three days reſt, 'that taking care of 
themſelves and their Horſes, they might be the berter able 
to follow the Enemy. After which Complements they 
parted. The Emperour paſling chrough the Poliſh Army, 
attended by the General went towards Vienna, the King 
of Poland going into his Tents that were not far off. 

In this Days Progreſs the Emperour obſerved all 
places were laid waſt by the Enemy, except onel 
the Garden called The NEW BUILDINGS lying 
near St. Mark's Chappel between 'Eber/dorf and Sinmer- 
ing, Where in the Year 1529, Vienna being beſieged by 
the Turks, Solyman the Magnificent had ſpread his Tents 
and kept his Head-Quarters : After the Model and Fi- 
gure of which Rodolphus the Emperour had made that 
Garden, and adorned the Buildings in it with Turrets 
covered with Copper in the ſame Places where the ſe. 
veral Tents ſtood at a diſtance one from another, which 
being taken notice of by: the Turks, they were ſo fa- 
vourable to the Garden and Building as not to ſer them 


- on fire, in reverence to the memory of their Sultan who 


had encamped in that Place; for which reaſon they now 
made ule of it onely as a Magazine, from whence our 
Men brought away a great quantity of Bisket and o- 
ther Proviſions Which the Turks had lodged there. 


During 
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During the Emperour's ſtay at Yiema,” he took an AA 
exact view of the Fortifications and Defences that had vo 
been made againſt the Enemy within. the Town. The 
Elector of Saxony returning home with his Army, which 
occaſion'd various Interpretations. 

The relt of the time was ſpent in Conſultations and 
Debates how the belt uſe might be made of the Victo- 
ry, and what was further to be done before the Winter 
came on. : After which, his Imperial Majeſty having pre- 
ſented Count Staremberg with a Ring of very great va- 
lue, and made him Marſhal de Camp General, returned 


to Lintz, on the 19th of September by Land through the 
Forreſt of Yiema. |
